"REPORT  OF  THE  CURRICULUM  REVISION  COMMITTEE 


July  16,  1937 


Re:    Prerequisites  for  entering  .^tate  Teachers  Colleges 

1.    The  Coimnittee  requests  the  Board  of  Presidents  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  setting  up  specific  subject  requirements  in 
addition  to  graduation  from  an  approved  four-year  secondary  school 
or  equivalent  education. 

The  Committee  believes  that  no  action  should  be  taken  until 
each  institution  has  made  a  careful  study  of  the  character  of  high 
school  preparation  offered  by  candidates  for  admission  to  it. 

The  Committee  proposes  as  a  basis  for  study  and  discussion 
the  following  subject  requirements  for  admission  to  State  Teachers 
Colleges  in  Pennsylvania: 

English  4  units 

Social  Science  £  units 

Science  1  unit 

Mathematics  1  unit 

8  units 

Unspecified  8  units 

Total  16  \inits 


The  Committee  suggests  that  this  item  be  placed  on  the 
Docket  for  discussion  at  some  future  meeting  of  the  board, 

2.    The  Committee  believes  that  the  condition  shown  in  a  study 
of  the  number  of  prospective  elementary  teachers  in  teachers  colleges 
who  have  had  no  previous  instruction  in  art  or  music  makes  it  necessary 
to  establish  standards  of  competence  in  these  subjects. 

The  Committee  believes  that  before  admitting  students  to 

the  professionalized  courses  in  music  and  art  (Music  I  and  II    Art 

I  and  II)  they  should  be  required  to  meet  these  standards.  Provision 
should  be  made  in  each  college  to  enable  students  with  inadequate 
preparation  to  make  up  the  deficiency,  but  no  college-credit  should 
be  assigned  to  such  courses  or  other  means  provided. 

This  Committee  proposes  with  the  assistance  of  State 
directors  of  art  and  music  and  instructors  in  these  subjects,  to  prepare 
a  statement  of  acceptable  standards  and  to  review  the  experience  of 
other  institutions  in  the  use  of  placement  tests  in  art  and  music. 

The  Committee  further  proposes  to  study  the  experience  of 
institutions  in  the  use  of  placement  tests  other  than  in  subject-fields 
and  to  report  its  findings  to  the  Board  at  a  later  meeting.

1.    Allocations  for  1937-58 

Doctor  Miller,  Chairman  of  the  Budget  Committee, 
stated  that  the  Budget  Committee  had  held  a  meeting  a  few  weeks  ago,  after 
which  a  recommendation  concerning  allocations  to  the  State  Teachers 
Colleges  had  been  submitted  to  Doctor  Ade.    It  was  brought  out  that 
Doctor  Ade  had  closely  followed  the  recommendations  of  the  Budget 
Committee  in  making  the  allocations.    A  copy  of  the  report  follows:

The  Budget  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Presidents  of  the  state  Teachers 
Colleges  appointed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  for  the 
purpose  of  suggesting  a  procedure  to  be  followed  in  the  distribution  of 
such  sum  as  may  be  appropriated  for  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  for  the 
biennium  beginning  J\ine  1,  1957,  met  on  Friday,  June  25,  1957  in  Room 
517  of  the  Education  Building,  Department  of  Public  Instruction, 
Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania.

Doctor  Miller,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  called  the  meeting  to  order 
and  reviewed  the  basis  upon  which  the  allocations  were  made  for  the 
fiscal  year  1936-37, 

The  following  procedure  for  the  distribution  of  available  funds  for 
the  biennium  1937-39  was  agreed  upon  as  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee: 

Four  funds  should  be  set  up,  as  follows: 
Fund  No*  1 

The  sum  tf  $520,138  or  as  much  thereof  as  may 
be  available  or  necessary  shall  be  used  for  restor- 
ation of  salary  cuts  for  positions  existing  in  1936-37. 

Fund  No. 2 

This  fund  shall  consist  of  $50,000  set  aside  as 
an  adjustment  fund,  |25,000  of  which  shall  be  distri- 
buted on  March  1,  1938  and  the  remaining  $25,000  on 
March  1,  1939  on  the  basis  of  the  needs  of  the 
institutions,  and  it  should  not  be  used  for  any 
other  purpose. 

Fund  No.  3 

There  shall  be  established  an  emergency  fund  to 
be  known  as  Fund  No.  3.    The  amount  of  money 
allocated  to  this  Fund  should  be  $50,000  and  should 
be  available  for  distribution  by  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  to  meet  major 
emergencies  that  may  develop  in  the  institutions  from 
the  following  causes: 

a.    Damages  resulting  from  external  causes 
to  plant  and  equipment;  such  emergencies  as 
would  develop  from  storm,  flood,  lightning, 
et  cetera. 
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b.    Eteimges  resulting  from  internal  causes 
to  plant  and  equipment;  such  emergencies  as  would 
develop  from  bursting  water  pipes,  explosion 
of  boiler,  et  cetera. 

The  Committee  believes  that  any  balance  available 
in  this  fund  unallocated  before  March  1,  193t  and  March 

1,  1939  should  be  distributed  to  the  institutions  on 
those  dates  on  the  basis  of  need. 

Fund  No.  4 

The  balance  of  the  whole  appropriation  shall  be 
designated  as  Fund  No,  4.    The  Committee  recommends  . 
that  this  Fund  be  allocated  proportionately  to  the 
fourteen  State  Teachers  Colleges  on  the  same  basis  on 
which  the  initial  allocation  was  made  for  the  year 
1936-37,  one-half  of  the  total  sum  to  be  allocated  for 
each  year.

It  was  decided  that  this  matter  should  be  held  in  abeyance 
until  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board. 


On  motion  of  Doctor  Miller,  seconded  by  Doctor  Rowland  it 
was  voted  that  the  Budget  Committee  review  the  study  prepared  with 
reference  to  the  status  of  the  faculties  under  the  proposed 
classifications  plan  and  present  a  further  report  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Board. 

Doctor  Klonower  suggested  that  the  tabulation  prepared  in 
the  Office  of  Teacher  Education  and  Certification  be  further  checked  at 
each  institution  to  see  whether  the  figures  which  appear  in  the  various 
classification  are  correct  and  that  this  sheet  be  returned  with  changes 
or  with  approval* 

E.    Report  of  F»e  Committee 

1.    Fee  to  cover  breakage 

Doctor  Haas,  Chairman,  stated  that  he  had  nothing  further  to 
add  beyond  the  letter  with  the  exhibits  which  was  sent  to  each  member 
of  the  Board  linder  date  of  June  9,  1937.    This  material  included  copies 
of  correspondence  with  Doctor  Ackley  and  proposed  modifications  of  the 
Fee  Schedule, 

2»    Late  registration  fee 
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On  motion  of  Doctor  Haas,  seconded  by  Doctor  Tanger  it 
was  voted  that  each  member  of  the  Board  study  this  matter  carefully 
and  send  a  written  reaction  to  Doctor  Haas  as  Chairman  of  the  Fee 
Committee. 

3.    Fees  for  Summer,  Post-Summer  and 
Extension  Courses 

Doctor  Ross  raised  a  question  as  to  whether  there  is  a 
minimum  fee  for  the  post-summer  session.    In  the  case  of  the  summer 
session  this  minimum  fee  is  $15.00,  or  at  the  rate  of  $5.00  a 
semester  hour,  three  semester  hours. 

Since  a  resolution  already  passed  by  the  Board  and  approved 
by  the  Executive  Board  gives  full  authority  to  pre  rate  fees  for 
the  post- summer  session,  it  was  agreed  that  the  minimum  fee  for  the 
post- summer  session  should  be  |7,50  or  one-half  the  minimum  fee 
for  the  summer  session. 

F»    Report  of  Doctor  Ross  re  "Marking  Systems** 

Doctor  Rosa  stated  that  he  is  preparing  a  study  on  this 
matter.    He  wished  to  know  whether  it  was  the  wish  of  the  Board  to 
secure  a  study  of  marking  systems  in  the  state  Teachers  Colleges  in 
a  limited  sense. 

It  was  agreed  that  Doctor  Ross  should  include  in  his  study  of 
marking  systems,  the  quality  point  system,  limitations  set  upon  a 
student  which  required  him  to  complete  the  work  in  another  semester, 
test  period,  et  cetera.    In  other  words,  the  study  should  include  a 
study  of  any  means  designed  to  evaluate  or  improve  scholarship. 

G.    Evaluation  of  credits  from  State  Teachers 
Colleges  for  pre-professional  purposes 

Ivlr.  James  G.  Pentz,  Chief,  Pre-Professional  Credentials, 
appeared  before  the  Board. 

Doctor  Rohrbach  acked  Mr,  Pentz  whether  students  who  take 
courses  in  English  Composition  at  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  can 
offer  such  a  course  in  discharge  of  pre-professional  education 
requirements. 

Mr.  Pentz  stated  that  his  office  does  not  evaluate  courses 
directly  from  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  when  offered  for  pre- 
medical  or  pre-dental  purposes.    He  stated  that  the  reason  for  this 
is  that  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  exist  for  the  purpose  of 
preparing  teachers  and  those  persons  attending  the  State  Teachers 
Colleges  are  required  to  sign  an  agreement  that  they  will  teach  for 
two  years.    It  seems  to  be  a  matter  of  limitation  of  law.  Presumably, 
any  one  who  goes  to  a  State  Teachers  College  goes  for  the  purpose 
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of  preparing  to  teach.    It  has  been  the  practice  of  the 
Pre-Professional  Credentials  Division  to  refer  these 
credentials  to  colleges  that  have  a  pre-professional  course. 
When  such  institutions  pass  on  the  courses  completed  in  a 
State  Teachers  College,  these  courses  are  then  accepted  as 
pre-professional  education. 

H.    Report  of  Committee  on  Publications 

Doctor  Haas,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  stated  that  he 
had  sent  to  each  member  of  the  Board  a  copy  of  the  work  of  the  old 
Publications  Committee, 

Doctor  Rowland  raised  a  question  as  to  whether  it  would 
be  desirable  for  the  Board  to  attempt  anything  in  the  nature  of 
setting  minimum  or  maximum  uniformity  in  the  matter  of  the 
publications  of  the  several  colleges. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Rowland,  seconded  by  Doctor  Flowers 
it  was  voted  that  the  Committee  on  Publications  be  requested  to 
consider  the  character  of  the  several  publications  put  out  by  the 
State  Teachers  Colleges  with  the  view  to  their  conformity  with 
good  standard  practice  and  to  the  service  of  the  institutions 
concerned. 

I.    Report  of  Athletic  Committee  re  "Formation 
of  an  Eastern  State  Teachers  College 
Basketball  Conference" 

Doctor  Allen,  Chairman  of  the  Athletic  Committee,  stated 
that  a  question  had  been  raised  as  to  whether  it  might  not  be 
wise  to  consider  the  problem,  not  limiting  it  to  the  eastern 
section  of  the  State.    He  stated  that  the  Committee  reported 
progress  and  wished  to  have  instruction  on  tMs  point. 

Doctor  Haas  stated  that  the  schedule -making  personnel  of 
the  institutions  should  meet  once  a  year,  as  other  scholastic 
leagues  do,  and  thrash  out  the  schedules. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Haas,  seconded  by  Doctor  Tanger  it  was 
voted  that  the  Committee  bring  in  a  specific  recommendation  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Board  not  limiting  its  recommendation  to  the 
eastern  section  of  the  State  or  to  the  sport  of  basketball. 

J.    Vacancies  on  several  committees  of  the  Board 

Doctor  Klonower  distributed  to  each  member  of  the  Board 
mimeographed  sheets  on  which  appeared  the  names  of  members  of 
standing  committees  of  the  Board. 
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On  motion  of  Doctor  Haas,  seconded  by  Doctor  Tanger 
it  was  voted  that  the  Conmittee  on  Pre-Smnmer  and  Post-Summer 
Sessions  be  dissolved. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Haas,  seconded  by  Doctor  Miller  it 
was  voted  that  the  Committee  on  Adjustments  be  dissolved. 

K.    Resolution  to  the  State  Council  of  Education 
re  "Increased  education  for  elementary 
teachers" 

Doctor  Klonower  stated  that  the  resolution  passed  by  the 
Board  of  Presidents  at  its  meeting  on  Friday,  May  14,  1937  was 
presented  to  the  State  Council  of  Education  on  June  11,  1937. 
The  State  Council  of  Education  passed  a  resolution  directing  the 
Department  of  Public  Instruction  to  study  the  problem  and 
requesting  that  specific  recommendation  be  submitted  to  the  State 
Council  at  its  next  meeting  with  respect  to  the  matter  of 
increasing  the  professional  education  of  teachers  in  the  elementary 
field  to  four  years  of  pre-service  education. 

The  following  resolution,  passed  by  the  State  Council  of 
Education  at  its  June  11  meeting,  was  read: 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  present  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  State  Council  of  Education 
recommendations  with  respect  to  the 
feasibility  and  advisability  of  increasing 
the  professional  education  for  a  certificate 
to  teach  in  the  secondary  schools.

A.  Composite  Advertisement  in  the  Pennsylvania 
School  Journal 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Allen,  seconded  by  Doctor  Noonan 
it  was  voted  that  a  contract  be  entered  into  with  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Education  Association  for  the  insertion  of  a  composite 
advertisement  on  the  back  cover  of  the  Pennsylvania  School  Journal 
for  the  school  year  1937-38  on  exactly  the  same  basis  as  the 
contract  was  entered  into  by  the  Board  last  year.

Doctor  Ade  read  the  following  letter  which  had  been  sent 
to  each  President  concerning  allocations  to  the  state  Teachers 
Colleges: 

"In  making  the  allocations  to  the  different  state 
Teachers  Colleges  we  have  followed  rather  closely  the  recommendations 
of  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Presidents  of  the  State 
Teachers  Colleges  copy  of  which  was  recently  sent  to  you  by  Doctor 
Klonower.    The  total  amount  of  the  appropriation  approved  by  the 
Governor  is  #3,720,000,    This  will  be  distributed  in  four  funds  as 
follows:

In  order  to  accomplish  the  purposes  for  which  Fund  No,  1 
has  been  set  aside,  we  desire  to  have  each  institution  transmit  to 
Doctor  Klonower  as  soon  as  practicable  a  list  of  all  employes  on  the 
payroll  for  the  year  1936-37  who  will  continue  in  service  during  the 
year  1937-38  who  are  entitled  to  salary  restorations.    This  list 
should  be  submitted  on  the  regular  change  sheets  and  in  the  required 
niomber,  but  these  restorations  of  salary  decreases  should  not  be 
included  on  the  payrolls  until  approved.    These  changes  should  be 
listed  under  "OTHER  CHANGES"  with  the  explanation  in  the  REMARKS 
COLUMN:    •RESTORATION  OF  SALARY  DECREASE"  with  the  statement 

"SALARY  RESTORED  FROM  $  and  the  effective  date  for 

administrative  employes  or  those  employed  on  a  twelve  months'  basis 
to  be  June  1,  with  the  effective  date  for  teachers  September  1. 
As  indicated  above,  this  list  of  salary  restorations  is  to  be  submitted 
on  change  sheets  for  checking  purposes,  but  in  no  event  are  the 
restorations  to  be  included  on  payrolls  or  made  effective  until 
approved  by  this  office.

Doctor  Ade  stated  that  he  had  set  aside  f 20, 000  each 
year  for  promotional  work  to  be  decided  on  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Instruction.    This  included  new  curriculums  to  be 
established  at  various  institutions. 

Doctor  Ade  suggested  that  if  there  is  any  institution 
having  a  special  curriculum  which  has  served  its  purpose  and  can 
be  discontinued,  he  should  be  advised.

On  motion  of  Doctor  Steele,  seconded  by  Doctor  Miller 
it  was  voted  that  the  date  to  be  used  as  the  founding  date  of  the 
State  Teachers  Colleges  is  the  date  of  the  founding  of  the  academy 
or  other  institution  out  of  which  the  present  institution  has  been 
developed. 

G.  Profile  Charts  on  student  achievement 

Copies  of  the  profile  chart  used  by  the  State  Teachers 
College  at  Bloomsburg  had  been  seat  to  each  institution.  Doctor 
Klonower  stated  that  the  matter  of  using  these  charts  is  one  of 
internal  administration.

B»    Report  of  Conmitteo  re  "recognition 
by  the  Middle  States  Association" 

Doctor  Rowland,  Chairman  of  the  committee,  reported  for  the 
committee.    He  stated  that  he  had  not  as  yet  received  word  from  the 
Association  regarding  the  meeting  that  was  to  be  held  in  August  in 
the  matter  of  accrediting  State  Teachers  Colleges. 

C.    Report  of  committee  re  **service  Areas 
of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges** 

Doctor  Rowland,  Chairman  of  the  committee,  reported  for  the 
committee.    He  stated  that  there  is  a  question  as  to  which  institution 
should  supervise  student  teaching  for  those  persons  teaching  outside 
the  service  area  of  the  college  where  teachers-in-service  are  working 
for  degrees.    Doctor  Rowland  stated  that  he  felt  this  should  be 
settled  by  mutual  agreement  between  the  college  in  which  the  teacher 
is  enrolled  and  the  college  in  whose  service  area  the  student  is 
teaching. 

Doctor  Haas  stated  that  no  one  may  receive  a  degree  from 
Bloomsburg  who  has  not  completed  student  teaching  under  the  supervision 
of  Bloomsburg,    He  suggested  that  the  entire  plan  for  student  teaching 
be  reconsidered  by  the  committee. 

On  motion  by  Doctor  Tanger,  seconded  by  Doctor  Miller, 
it  was  voted  that  the  question  be  referred  to  the  committee  for  specific 
recommendations  at  the  next  meeting. 

Doctor  Flowers  a^ed  that  the  comnittee  consider  what  shall 
be  the  policy  with  regards  to  follow-up  service.    He  stated  that  he 
would  like  to  see  this  comonittee  consider  the  question  of  follow-up 
service  in  different  areas. 

Doctor  Chandler  asked  whether  a  State  Teachers  College 
with  a  speciality  should  go  into  another  area  to  supervise  the  student 
teaching  of  students  in  special  curriculums. 

Doctor  Klonower  reported  that  it  has  not  been  the  policy 
to  limit  special  curriculums  to  the  present  service  areas. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  committee  should  bring  in  a  report 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  that  will  further  define  service 
areas. 
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D.    Report  of  Budget  Conmittee  -  1937-59 


Doctor  Miller,  Chairman  of  the  conmittee,  reported 
progress  and  stated  that  the  committee  would  have  a  report  for  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

E,  Report  of  Fee  Committee 

1,  Fee  to  cover  breakage 

2.  Late  registration  fee 

Doctor  Haas,  Chairman  of  the  committee,  reported  that  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  he  had  requested  each  member  of  the 
Board  to  submit  suggestions  to  him  but  that  none  of  the  members 
had  as  yet  complied  with  his  request. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Miller,  seconded  by  Doctor  Rohrbach, 
it  was  voted  that  the  fee  committee  present  its  final  report  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  with  the  understanding  that  each 
member  of  the  Board,  as  requested  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Board,  should  write  to  Doctor  Haas  as  Chairman  of  the  Fee  Committee 
giving  his  reaction  to  this  matter. 

F.  Report  of  Doctor  Ross  re  *Tidarking  Systems" 

Doctor  Ross  reported  progress  and  stated  that  he 
would  have  a  report  on  Marking  Systems  at  a  later  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

G.  Report  of  Committee  on  Publications 

Doctor  Haas,  Chairman  of  the  Comnittee,  stated  that  he 
had  no  report  to  make.    He  said  that  he  was  willing  to  make  a 
report  but  that  he  must  have  information  regarding  the  number  of 
publications,  the  prices,  the  source  of  payment  and  distribution. 

It  was  agreed  that  this  matter  be  held  in  abeyance. 

H,  Report  of  Athletic  Conmittee  re  "Formation 
of  a  State  Teachers  College  Athletic 
Conference" 

Doctor  Allen,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  reported  that 
by  action  of  the  Board  the  "Conference"  was  not  limited  to 
basketball  nor  to  the  Eastern  section  of  the  State  but  was 
expanded  to  include  the  entire  state  and  all  various  activities. 
He  stated  that  he  would  submit  the  proposed  scheme  for  the 
reactions  of  the  members  of  the  Board  by  mail. 
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III«    New  Business 


A.  A  New  Budget  and  its  Relation 
to  Profession al  Service 

Doctor  Klonower  distributed  to  each  manber  of  the  Board 
a  1937  reprint  of  "Suggestions  for  the  Conduct  of  Meetings  of 
Teachers'*  and  stated  that  this  bulletin  was  being  sent  to  all 
County,  Assistant  County,  District  Superintendents  and  Supervising 
Principals  of  the  State  as  a  means  of  stimulating  the  professional 
in-service  teacher  education  program.    He  referred  the  members  of 
the  Board  to  Page  10  of  this  bulletin  with  reference  to  the  use  of 
the  instructional  staffs  of  the  Teacher  Education  Institutions. 

B.  Modification  of  the  Fee  System  - 
Special  Fields 

It  was  agreed  that  the  discussion  of  the  Modification  of 
the  Fee  System  in  Special  Fields  be  carried  over  on  the  Docket 
until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

C.  Comprehenaive  Building  Program 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Miller,  seconded  by  Doctor  Hill, 
it  was  voted  that  this  item  be  removed  from  the  Docket. 

D»    Possibility  of  Providing 
Liability  Protection 

It  was  suggested  that  an  opinion  be  secured  from  the 
Attorney  General's  office  whether  the  Institutions  might  be  so 
protected. 

E.    Annual  Reports  of  the  Presidents 
of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges' 

Doctor  Ade  informed  the  members  of  the  Board  that  he 
was  pleased  with  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Presidents  of  the 
State  Teachers  Colleges  and  that  he  had  included  their  reports 
in  his  annual  rei)ort  to  the  Governor.    He  stated  that  next  year 
he  would  like  to  prepare  a  Biennial  Report  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction  and  asked  for  the  assistance  of  any  member  of 
the  Board  who  has  special  ability  in  preparing  annual  reports. 
Doctor  Ade  stated  that  he  now  has  a  committee  working  on  the 
Biennial  Report  and  that  this  committee  will  take  the  reports 
for  this  year  and  develop  a  base  for  the  program  during  the 
next  half  of  the  biennium.    This  material  will  be  mimeographed 
and  sent  to  the  Presidents  of  the  State  Teachsrs  Colleges  for 
their  consideration  and  recommendations. 
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F*    Laundry  Survey 


On  motion  of  Doctor  Rohrbach,  seconded  by  Doctor  Steele, 
it  was  voted  that  the  Board  participate  in  the  Laundry  Survey 
pro-rating  the  cost  on  the  same  basis  as  the  Board  participated 
in  the  experiment  last  year. 

G»  Major  in  Special  Education  During 
the  Fourth  Year  of  the  Elementary 
Degree  Curriculum 

Doctor  Steele,  Chairman  of  the  Curricular  Revision 
Committee,  stated  that  he  covered  this  item  in  his  report 
under  A-1.    The  requirements,  as  set  up  in  this  report,  now 
bring  the  requirement  in  this  field  up  to  twenty-four  semester 
hoiirs  for  a  major  as  compared  to  the  twenty  heretofore  established. 

On  motion  by  Doctor  Steele,  seconded  by  Doctor  Noonan, 
it  was  voted  that  this  report  be  approved  as  presented. 

H.  Salaries 

1.  Restoration  of  salaries  -  State 
Teachers  Colleges 

Doctor  Ade  stated  that  the  restoration  of  salaries  was 
for  those  persons  who  received  the  cut. 

Doctor  Noonan  stated  that  he  felt  some  consideration 
should  be  given  to  the  restoration  of  salaries  on  the  basis  of 
positions  rather  than  on  teachers. 

Doctor  Rohrbach  said  that  he  had  the  same  problem  and 
had  to  replace  seme  of  his  faculty  members  by  persons  less  well 
prepared  because  his  budget  situation  did  not  pennit  him  to  pay 
the  salaries  of  the  better  teachers. 

2.  Adjusting  salaries  in  terms  of 
the  salary  schedule 

Doctor  Ade  suggested  that  the  Committee  recommend  a 
policy  on  the  basis  of  which  all  Institutions  could  be  treated 
alike  and  that  adjustment  would  be  made  in  line  with  an  approved 
poli cy. 

3.  New  employes  in  terms  of  the 
salary  qualification  schedule 

Doctor  Miller  stated  that  the  whole  question  is  whether 
the  new  instructors  must  be  paid  the  first  step  on  the  salary 
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schedule  or  whether  they  may  be  brought  in  at  a  salary  less  than  the 
first  step.    The  extra  money  must  come  out  of  the  budget  since 
restorations  are  not  received  for  positions. 

Doctor  Rohrbach  pointed  out  that  if  a  person  holding  a 
master's  degree  is  replaced  by  a  person  holding  a  doctor's  degree, 
there  is  not  enough  money  to  pay  the  salary  of  the  doctor's  degree. 

Doctor  Ade  stated  that  new  employes  should  be  placed  at 
the  minimum  salary  of  their  classification. 

Doctor  Ade  reminded  the  members  of  the  Board  that  they 
must  live  within  their  budget  and  congratulated  them  for  having 
done  so  this  biennium. 

I.    Guiding  Principles,  Standards 
and  Regulations  in  Merging 
School  Districts 

Doctor  Klonower  distributed  to  each  member  of  the 
Board  a  copy  of  Guiding  Principles,  Standards  and  Regulations 
in  Merging  School  Districts,  prepared  by  the  State  Council  of 
Education,  and  suggested  the  advisability  of  the  members  of  the 
instructional  staffs  of  the  colleges  becoming  familiar  with 
these  standards, 

lY.  Miscellaneous 

1.    Forty-four  Hour  Week 

Doctor  Victor  S.  Carabasz,  Special  Economist,  Department 
of  Labor  and  Industry,  came  to  the  meeting  to  answer  questions 
the  members  of  the  Board  had  regarding  the  forty-four  hour  week 
law.    Doctor  Carabasz  stated  that  in  the  Women's  Law  it  is 
specifically  stated  that  it  applies  to  the  Commonwealth  but  in 
the  General  Law  no  specific  statement  is  made.    However,  it  has 
been  the  policy  to  apply  the  General  Law  to  all  state  institutions. 

Doctor  Carabasz  pointed  out  that  no  employe  may  work  more 
than  forty- four  hours  in  any  one  week,  eight  hours  in  any  one  day, 
five  and  one-half  days  in  any  week  of  seven  consecutive  days  and 
five  hours  without  a  meal  or  rest  period  of  at  least  thirty  minutes. 
The  eight  hours  of  work  permitted  by  law  shall  be  performed  within 
ten  consecutive  hours.    A  half -day  is  four  hours  and  the  four  hours 
can  be  used  any  time,  morning,  afternoon  or  evening. 

The  Board  recommended  that  Doctor  Ade  send  a  petition 
to  the  Industrial  Board  of  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry 
regarding  the  extension  of  the  five  and  one-half  day  week  for 
part-time  students  to  sevan  days.    The  following  letter  was 
prepared:

My  dear  Mr,  Bashore: 

The  Board  of  Presidents  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  of  Pennsylvania 
requests  me  to  transmit  for  consideration  by  the  Industrial  Board,  a 
petition  for  the  modification  of  the  application  of  the  Forty-four  Hour 
Law  as  it  applies  to  students  who  are  employed  on  a  part  time  basis  in 
state  teachers  colleges. 

The  part  time  employment  referred  to  above  consists  in  such  work  as: 

Waiting  on  tables 

Washing  dishes 

Setting  tables 

Special  janitorial  duties 

Answering  telephone,  etc. 

Students  are  onployed  for  not  more  than  twenty  hours  per  week,  but 
it  is  necessary  that  the  duties  assigned  be  performed  daily. 

In  view  of  these  special  circumstances,  the  Board  of  Teachers  College 
Presidents  request: 

That  students  eicployed  on  a  part  time 
basis  in  state  teachers  colleges  be 
exempted  from  the  five  and  a  half  day 
week  provision,  and  that  such  employment 
be  permitted  on  a  seven  day  week  basis. 

I  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Presidents  and  trust  that 
their  petition  will  receive  favorable  consideration  by  the  Industrial  Board.

Act  157,  May  13,  1937,  H.  114  contains  provisions  of  vital 
importance  to  all  County  Superintendents  and  members  of  newly  created 
County  2oards  of  School  DirciCtors. 

Airinng  the  important  details  of  this  Act  is  the  provision 
that  the  niergers  of  school  districts  hereafter  to  be  accomplished  are 
to  be  planned  for  by  the  County  Superintendent  and  the  County  Board  of 
School  Dirsctorr  in  accordance  with  C-uiding  Principles,  Standards  and 
Regulations  set  ut.  by  the  State  Council  of  Education.     In  order  that 
your  county,  under  yoiir  leadership,  viay  be  able  to  begin  planning  at 
an  early  date  for  the  important  purposes  which  the  Act  seeks  to 
accomplish,  the;  State  Council  has  drswn  up  a  bulletin  of  tentative 
plans,  standards  and  rei.;;;ulations  a  copy  of  v;hich  is  transmitted  to  yoii 
herewith.    We  wish  to  urge  upon  you  the  importance  of  studying  this 
material  very  carefully  and  of  devoting  a  great  deal  of  energy  aiid 
attention  to  the  formulation  of  sound  and  practicable  plans  for  the 
early  attainment  of  the  purposes  of  this  progressive  and  far  reaching 
legislation.    The  success  or  failure  of  this  Act  will  depend,  in  a  very 
large  measure,  up.:)n  the  cualitj?-  and  aggressiveness  of  your  leadership. 

The  State  Council  £,nd  Department  of  Public  Instruction  stand 
ready  to  render  every  possible  assistance  to  you  in  connection  with  the 
carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  or  any  of  the  other  measures 
which  affect  the  interests  of  the  schools  of  your  county.

MERGING  SCHOOL  DISTRICTS 


:,         THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  PENNSYLVANIA  MAIJDATES  THAT:     "THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  SHALL 
PROVIDE  FOR  THE  MINTETJANCE  AM)  SUPPORT  OF  A  THOROUGH  AND  EFFICIENT  SYSTEM 
OF  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS.  VJHEREIN  ALL  THE  CHILDREN  OF  THE  COMOTMLTH  ABOVE  THE  AGE 
OF  SIX  YEARS  MAY  BE  EDUCATSD  " 

Act  #157,  approved  by  the  Governor  May  13,  1937, 
commonly  called  the  Ruth -Brownfi eld  Bill,  is  based 
upon  this  mandate.    All  the  problems  presented  by 
this  Act  are  those  pertaining  to  the  authority  and 
duty  of  the  State  and  its  agents  in  seeking  a  more 
thorough  and  efficient  system  of  public  schools. 
All  problems  should  be  interpreted  in  this  light, 

I.  LARGER  UNITS  OF  SCHOOL  ADMINISTRATION  SHOULD  BE  ORGANIZED  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH 
GENERAL  STANDARDS  AND  AFTER  WISE  PLANNING. 

The  State  Council  of  Education  is  the  body  charged  by 
this  Act  with  the  responsibility  of  promulgating 
standards  which  should  serve  as  the  basic  pattern  from 
which  the  new  unit  of  school  organization  should  be 
determined, 

II.  THE  COUNTY  BOARD  OF  SCHOOL  DIRECTORS  UNDER  THE  LEADERSHIP  OF  THE  COUNTY 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS  IS  THE  ADMINISTRATIVE  AGENCY  CHARGED  WITH  THE  DUTY 
AND  RESPONSIBILITY  OF  PREPARING  PLANS  AND  PRESENTING  PETITIONS  TO  THE  COURT 
OF  COIMON  PLEAS  FOR  THE  MERGING  OF  SCHOOL  DISTRICTS  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE 
STANDARDS  AND  REGULATIONS  SET  UP  BY  THE  STATE  COUNCIL  OF  EDUCATION. 

Act  #157  delegates  to  the  County  Board  of  School 
Directors  the  authority  to: 

1,  Require  all  districts  having  no  teachers 
as  of  January  1,  1937,  to  merge  with  other 
districts  by  July,  1938. 

2,  Require  all  districts  employing  ten  or  less 
teachers  as  of  January  1,  1937,  to  merge 
with  other  districts  after  July,  1941, 
provided  the  electors  of  any  such  school 
district  shall  first  have  consented  to  such 
merger, 

3,  Prepare  the  necessary  plans  and  petitions  for 
such  mergers.

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IV.     THE  CHIEF  EXECUTIVE  OFFICER  OF  THE  COUIJTY  BOARD  OF  SCHOOL  DIRECTORS  IS  THE 
COUNTY  SUPFJ^IlNlTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS  IN  WHOM  IS  VESTED  THE  ADMINISTRATIVE 
LEADERSHIP  NECESSARY  TO  COORDINATE  ALL  EDUCATIOInIAL  SERVICES  IN  DISTRICTS 
UNDER  HIS  SUPERVISION. 


In  drafting  plans  for  the  reorganization  of  school 
units,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  County  Superintendent 
of  schools  to  lay  before  the  County  Board  of  School 
Directors  such  facts,  figures,  results  of  surveys,  and 
other  pertinent  data  as  may  be  needed  for  a  thorough 
and  comprehensive  study  of  the  problems  involved. 
Especial  attention  should  be  given  to  certain  points 
of  law  regarding  such  matters  as  petitions,  elections, 
disposal  of  property  and  obligations,  and  the  location 
of  schools. 


The  Department  of  Public  Instruction  stands  ready  and 
willing  at  all  times  to  assist  in  the  formulating  of 
these  plans. 


V.     THE  REORGAIJIZATION  OF  EXISTING  SCHOOL  DISTRICTS  INTO  MORE  EFFICIENT  ADMINIS- 
TRATIVE UNITS  INVOLVES  TWO  BASIC  CONSIDERATIONS: 


1.  Grouping  or  merging  of  small  districts  into  larger 
and  more  efficient  administrative  units.    This  will 
involve  the  reorganization  of  attendance  areas,  both 
elementary  and  secondary. 

2.  The  consolidation  of  schools  within  each  of  these 
larger  units  in  such  a  manner  as  to  serve  best  the 
various  attendance  areas. 


There  should  be  a  clear  understanding  of  the  terms 
involved  and  a  careful  distinction  in  their  use. 
Reorganization  of  attendance  areas  is  the  immediate 
objective  to  be  kept  in  mind.    The  grouping  of  these 
attendance  areas  into  an  administrative  unit  involves 
the  merging  of  districts.    Consolidation  will  involve 
the  merging  of  individual  schools,  both  elementary  and 
secondary  within  each  of  the  administrative  units. 


VI.     THE  EFFECTIVENESS  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PROGRAM  DEPENDS  UPON  HAVING  A  UNIT  OF  SCTOL 
AHQNISTRATION  SUPPORTED  BY  SUFFICIENT  POPULATION  AND  HEALTH  TO  CARRY  ON 
ECONOMICALLY  AND  EFFICIENTLY  THE  FUNCTIONS  OF  PUBLIC  EDUCATION. 


Immediate  and  ultimate  objectives  should  be 
formulated  in  developing  such  a  program. 

The  immediate  objective  is  the  merging  of  districts 
having  no  teachers  as  of  January  1,  1937,    This  is 
mandatory  and  must  be  accomplished  by  July,  1938. 
While  this  program  is  being  developed,  the  ultimate 
objective  also  should  receive  careful  consideration. 
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The  ultimate  objective  in  determining  size  and  arrangement 
of  the  reorganized  units  should  be, whenever  feasible,  a 
range  of  educational  offerings  adequate  to  meet  the  needs 
of  all  children  through  at  least  the  12th  grade.  Cost 
must  be  given  careful  consideration  but  an  economical  and 
efficient  unit  should  be  judged  in  terms  of  whether  the 
objectives  are  realized  rather  than  in  terms  of  cost  alona. 

Except  under  unusual  circumstances,  due  to  such  factors  as 
extremely  sparse  population,  rugged  topography  or  other 
adverse  physical  conditions,  an  administrative  unit  should 
comprise: 

1.  One  or  more  elementary  attendance  areas  with 
sufficient  pupil  population  to  support 
elementary  imits  of  grades  1-6  inclusive,  with 
at  least  one  teacher  per  grade  on  the  basis  of 
the  pupil-teacher  ratio  of  25  to  35  pupils  per 
teacher . 

2.  A  secondary  attendance  area  with  sufficient  pupil 
population  to  support 

a.  a  senior  high  school,  grades  10-12 
inclusive,  with  at  least  7  teachers 
and  175  pupils; 

b.  a  junior  high  school,  grades  7-9 
inclusive,  with  at  least  7  teachers 
and  175  pupils; 

OR 

c.  a  six  year  junior-senior  high  school, 
grades  7-12  inclusive,  with  at  least 
7  teachers  and  175  pupils. 

(A  secondary  school  containing  fewer  than  150 
pupils  should  not  be  organized  in  a  merged 
district  without  approval  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Instruction. 

The  optimum  size  of  these  units  will  depend  largely  upon  trans- 
portation facilities  and  density  of  population.    Pupils  should 
not  be  transported  over  roads  that  present  extreme  hazards,  or 
be  required  to  walk  more  than  2  miles,  or  be  required  to  ride 
on  a  school  bus  more  than  one  hour  (preferably  including  the 
time  of  walking  to  the  bus  each  morning  and  evening.)

1,  Educational  and  business  administration 

2,  Supervision  of  instruction 

3,  Health  supervision 

4,  Census  and  attendance  supervision 

A  minimum  personnel  required  for  this  work  in  each 
administrative  unit  of  the  optimum  size  should 
include  at  least  one  supervising  official,  one 
clerk  for  such  official,  the  service  of  one  school 
nurse  and  the  services  of  one  home  and  school  visitor. 
Such  an  organization  anticipates  an  administrative 
unit  enrolling,  whenever  feasible,  at  least  750  pupils. 
As  the  unit  grows  beyond  this  point,  additional 
supervisory  and  administrative  officers  should  be  added, 

VIII,  THE  PROCEDURE  INVOLVED  IN  THE  0RGA1>TIZATI0N  OF  ATTENDANCE  AREAS  Mm  ADMINIS- 
TRATIVE UNITS  INCLUDES  THREE  MAJOR  STEPS: 

1,    The  collecting  of  essential  data.    All  data  that  are 
available  locally  or  that  can  be  secured  from  other 
sources  should  be  brought  to  bear  upon  the  solution 
of  the  problems  involved.    These  data  should  include 
all  relevant  factors  such  as 

a,  population  trends,  both  general  and  school, 
including  spot  maps  showing  the  location  of 
pupils  and  transportation  routes; 

b.  building  facilities,  including  the  location  and 
condition  of  existing  buildings; 

c.  transportation  facilities,  including  condition 
of  roads  at  various  seasons  of  the  year; 

d,  other  physical  features  such  as  land  utilization, 
location  of  rivers,  mountains  and  other  natural 
barriers ; 

e.  financial  resources,  including  assessed  valuation, 
rates  of  assessment,  tax  rates,  bonded  indebtedness, 
current  costs,  etc.; 

f,  pupil  personnel  records  v/ith  respect  to  census, 
enrollment,  average  daily  attendance,  length  of 
school  term,  age  grade  studios,  etc,; 

g,  teaching  personnel  records  showing  pupil-teacher 
ratios,  salary  levels,  certifications,  teaching 
assignments,  etc.; 

h.  publ4cop inion  relative  to  school  problems. 
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(Check  lists  covering  the  essential  data  to  be  used 
in  the  reorganization  of  administrative  units  will 
be  developed  by  the  Bureau  of  Administration  and 
Finance  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  and, 
upon  request,  will  be  made  available  to  the  County 
Superintendents  and  their  County  Boards  of  School 
Directors. ) 

2,  On  the  basis  of  these  data  and  possibly  other  data 
derived  therefrom,  the  County  Board  of  School  Directors 
should  project  plans  for  the  division  of  territory 
involved  into  satisfactory  attendance  areas  and  admin- 
istrative units.    These  plans  should  be  the  result  of 
the  cooperative  thinking  of  the  County  Board  of  School 
Directors,  the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools,  lay 
leaders  and  other  interested  citizens  in  the  areas 
affected,  and  representatives  of  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Instruction. 

Formulation  of  such  plans  v;ill  involve  decisions  relative 
to  the  closing  of  existing  schools  not  properly  located 
to  serve  their  respective  attendance  areas,  and  the 
location  and  construction  of  new  buildin/^as  the  resources 
permit  to  provide  for  a  more  effective  school  program, 

3,  Completing  the  plan  proposed  herein  involves  the  pre- 
paration of  the  necessary  petition  and  presenting  it  to 
the  Court  of  Coimon  Pleas  so  that  the  Court  may  frame 
the  question  which  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  voters  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

(The  Division  of  Administration  and  Finance  will  prepare 
and  distribute  the  necessary  petition  forms.)

Satisfactory  units  of  school  organization  cannot  be  obtained 
until  a  niajority  of  the  people  understand  the  principles 
involved  and  the  benefits  to  be  derived.    The  organization 
and  administration  of  such  a  program  of  interpretation 
becomes  the  duty  and  responsibility  of  the  County  Board  of 
School  Directors  under  the  leadership  of  the  County  Super-

X.      BOUNDARIES  OF  TliE  AD^HNISTRATIVE  IFaTIT  NEED  NOT  BE  COTKRJ/IINOUS  WITH  THE 
BOUNDARIES  OF  ANY  EXISTING  SCHOOL  DISTRICT. 


It  should  be  possible  to  change  the  boundaries  of  adminis- 
trative units  as  conditions  warrant.    Since  population  and 
resources  are  subject  to  niodif ication,  and  transportation 
facilities  are  constantly  being  improved,  the  boundaries  of 
administrative  units  should  be  flexible. 
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In  most  cases,  population  centers,  social  and  trade  conters 
and  genera],  accessibility  should  deterraine  the  boundaries  of 
the  attendance  areas  and  administrative  units, 

XI.  THE  REORCrMIZATION  OF  LOCAL  UNITS  DOiiS  NOT  IIVIPLY  ARBITRARY  DISTINCTION 
BETWEETJ  RURAi  AND  IjRBAN  AREAS. 

On  the  contrary,  every  effort  should  be  made  to  promote  a  better 
understanding  between  urban  and  rural  folks. 

XII.  PROVISION  SHOULD  BE  IVL'iDE  FOR  ANY  ADMINISTRATIVE  UITIT  TO  ARRANGE  WITH  ;iNY  OTHER 
UNIT  OR  UNITS  FOR  THE  EDUCATION  OF  CHILDREN  WdO  NEED  A  IvDRE  HIGHIT  SPECIALIZED 
TYI'E  OF  EDUCATION.\I.  OPPORTUNITY  T¥U^  IS  PROVIDED  IN  THEIR  OM  UNIT. 

XIII.  THE  ADJUST^iEI^JT  OF  THE  FDIANCLIL  AFFAIRS  Of  MERGED  SCHOOL  DISTRICTS  V/ILL 
INVOLVE  A  CONSIDERATION  OF  THE  FOLLOWING  PRINCIPLES  AND  SUGGESTIONS: 

1,  V/hen  districts  merge  without  either  or  any  of  merging  districts 
being  subdivided  all  assets  and  liabilities  of  such  school 
districts  should  become  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the 
newly  organized  school  district,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  130  of  the  School  Laws  of  Pennsylvania. 

2,  When  a  school  district  is  divided  and  merged  with  two  or 
more  other  districts: 

a.  School  buildings  and  grounds,  together  with  furniture 
and  equipment,  should  become  the  property  of  the 
district  with  which  the  section  of  the  district, 
where  such  building  is  located,  is  merged.

The  utility 
value  of  the  school  property  to  the  newly  organized 
school  district  should  be  considered  as  a  factor  in 
such  appraisal. 

c.  All  uncollected  taxes  of  any  portion  of  a  merged 
school  district  should  be  collected  by  the  district 
with  which  such  portion  of  a  former  district  has 
been  merged, 

d.  All  school  property,  real  and  personal,  including  funds, 
indebtedness  and  all  accounts,  should  bo  adjusted  and 
apportioned  on  a  per  pupil  basis,  including  a  coTisider- 
ation  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property  as 
well  as  the  value  of  all  school  property, 

3,  Preparation  of  budget  and  tax  levy  of  the  first  year  for 
a  newly  organized  school  district. 
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a.    Prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  first  fiscal  year  of 
the  existence  of  a  newly  organized  school  district, 
the  school  boards  of  the  various  school  districts 
to  be  merged  should  get  together  at  the  time  of  the 
preparation  of  the  budget  and  meet  as  often  as 
necessary  to  plan  mutually  a  budget  and  a  uniform 
tax  levy  for  the  districts  involved  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  newly  organized  district 
or  districts  during  the  first  fiscal  year,  beginning 
the  first  Monday  of  July  folloxving  the  preparation  of 
such  budget  and  tax  levy, 

4,  At  the  time  of  the  merging  of  school  districts,  the  adjustment 
and  apportionment  of  all  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  merging 
school  districts  should  be  worked  out  in  detail. 

5,  A  plan  of  procedure  and  further  assistance  to  school  boards 
in  v/orking  out  the  details  of  such  adjustment  and  apportion- 
ment will  be  made  available  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  upon  request.

1,    Revision  of  Curriculums 

Doctor  Steele,  Chairman  of  the  Curricular  Revision  Committee, 
stated  that  the  committee  is  now  working  on  a  plan  for  the 
development  of  content  for  the  new  syllabi.    Details  would  be  sent  at 
a  later  date  to  all  presidents. 

B.  Report  of  Committee  re  "Recognition  by 
the  Middle  States  Association" 

Doctor  Rowland,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  stated  that  he 
had  no  written  report  to  bring  to  the  Board,    He  stated  that  he  had 
been  in  conference  with  Doctor  Rule  within  the  last  few  weeks  and  saw 
the  sue,gested  report  of  Doctor  Rule's  committee  which  is  concerned 
with  the  matter  of  accrediting  Teachers  Colleges  in  the  area  of  the 
Middle  States  Association. 

After  some  discussion  by  the  members  of  the  Board,  it  was 
decided  that  Doctor  Rowland  and  Doctor  Klonower  should  represent  the 
State  Teachers  Colleges  at  the  meeting  of  the  Middle  States  Association 
on  Friday,  November  26,  1937,  at  Atlantic  City,  New  Jersey.

C.  Report  of  committee  re  "Service  Areas  of  the 
State  Teachers  Colleges" 

Doctor  Rowland,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  submitted  the 
follov^ing  report: 

"At  a  meeting  held  by  the  Committee  on  ^riday, 
September  24,  at  the  Penn  Harris  Hotel,  the  following 
questions  were  discussed  pertinent  to  the  Committee's 
responsibility: 

1,  Student  teaching  outside  of  the  service  area 
under  the  substitute  plan  provided  by  the  Board  of 
Presidents, 

2,  The  follow-up  of  new  placements  where  the  student 
is  teaching  in  a  service  area  other  than  that  of  the  college 
from  vsliich  he  is  graduated, 

3,  Active  recruiting  outside  of  the  service  area. 

4,  Revision  of  service  area  boundaries. 
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It  was  the  sense  of  the  Ctranittee  that  there  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Presidents  at  their  next 
meeting,  relative  to  item  §1,  something  like  the 
follov/ing:     Inasmuch  as  student  teaching  is  presumably- 
most  effective  v/hen  done  in  the  college  laboratory 
schools  and  by  the  institution  from  whom  the  student 
seeks  his  degree,  substitute  student  teaching  under 
the  plan  set  up  by  the  Eoard  of  Presidents  for  teachers 
in  service  may,  with  the  exception  of  student  teaching 
in  the  approved  special  fields,  after  January  1,  1938, 
be  done  only  in  the  service  area  of  the  college  where 
the  student  in  question  is  enrolled  for  his  degree. 
If  the  said  student  is  teaching  outside  of  the  service 
area,  he  must  satisfy  his  student  teaching  requirement 
in  the  college  training  school  or  schools. 

It  was  the  sense  of  the  Committee  in  regard  to 
item  #2  that  each  college  should  assume  responsibility 
for  the  follow-up  of  new  placements  within  their 
service  area,    7/here  such  teachers  are  graduates  of 
other  colleges,  the  college  undertaking  the  supervision 
should  receive  from  the  college  providing  the 
professional  education  as  complete  a  record  of  the 
new  teacher  as  possible. 

With  regard  to  item  #3,  it  was  the  sense  of  the 
Committee  that  active  recruiting  for  students  outside 
of  a  college  service  area  should  be  discouraged. 

With  regard  to  item  #4,  it  was  the  sense  of  the 
Committee  that  despite  the  seeming  inequalities  of  the 
present  service  area  map,  a  revision  of  this  division 
should  be  approached  with  great  caution  to  avoid  passing 
from  one  set  of  difficulties  to  another," 


On  motion  by  Doctor  Rowland,  seconded  by  Doctor  Haas,  it 
was  voted  that  the  report  of  the  committee  be  spread  on  the  minutes 
£of  the  book^and  that  each  President  write  his  reaction  to  the  proposed 
report  so  that  the  material  may  be  fully  discussed  at  the  next  meeting

2.  That  the  balance  unallocated  from  the 
fund  of  4^260,000  for  restoration  of 
salaries  be  liker.'ise  distributed

3.  That  these  sums  be  allocated  to  the 
institutions  on  the  basis  of  local  budget 
deficiency  as  of  October  15,  Such 
deficiency  shall  be  based  on  the  receipts 
estimated  in  the  local  income  budget  as 
compared  with  the  actiial  receipts, 
provided  that  where  the  estimated  receipts 
v.ere  greater  than  for  the  year  1936-37,  the 
actual  receipts  for  that  year  be  used.

On  motion  by  Doctor  Miller,  seconded  by  Doctor  Steele 
it  was  voted  that  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee  be  adopted.

Doctor  Ade  spoke  to  the  members  of  the  Board  with  reference 
to  the  Building  Program  under  the  General  State  Authority,    He  read 
a  letter  he  had  received  from  Dr,  V/illiam  P.  Tolley,  President  of 
Allegheny  College  with  reference  to  this  program  and  advised  the 
members  of  the  attitude  that  many  of  the  Liberal  Arts  Colleges  are 
taking  regarding  the  Building  Program  at  the  State  Teachers  Colleges,

Members  of  the  Board,  which  are  summarized  as  follows: 

(a)  Late  Fee  approved  -  $1.00  per  day  to  $5.00  maximum  - 
provision  for  waiving  to  be  approved  in  advance  by  the  President, 
(b)  Late  fee  approved  -  :^5.00  after  second  Monday  after  official 
registration  -  Breakage  Fee  approved.     (c)  Late  Fee  not  approved  - 
registr'..tion  permitted  according  to  ability  of  student.     (d)  Breakage 
Fee  approved  -  advisability  of  semester  bi:;sis  -  make  sure  Treasury 
balance  is  for  College  use.     (e)  Not  Interested  in  Late  Fee  -  Number 
few  and  for  good  reasons,     (f)  Not  Interested  in  Late  Fee,     (g)  Late 
Fee  approved  -  ^^5.00  for  those  not  registering  on  date  set. 

It  will  be  advisable  to  settle  at  this  meeting  any  questions 
pertaining  to  changes  in  Fees,  or  additional  Fees,  since  most  of  the 
institutions  will  want  this  information  for  catalogs  and  other 
publicity  purposes,  within  the  next  few  weeks. 

For  your  information,  therefore,  the  Committee  attaches  a 
letter  addressed  to  the  Members  of  the  Board  under  date  of  June  11,  1937. 

The  question  of  the  advisability  of  modifying  the  out-of-state 
contingent  fee  has  been  raised  by  a  Member  of  the  Board.    The  Committee 
believes  that  this  is  a  matter  which  should  be  discussed  by  the  Board  in 
the  light  of  the  legal  questions  involved  and  the  best  policy  to  be 
followed.    No  recommendation  is  made.

The  School  Code  specifically  states  that  the  Sabbatical 
Leave  of  Absence  applies  to  teachers  who  have  taught  ten  years  in  a 
public  school  district. 


Doctor  Haas,  Chairman  of  the  Calendar  Committee,  reported  that 
new  factors  have  developed  this  year.  The  reorganization  of  the  courses 
is  on  a  sixteen  week  basis  or  thirty-two  semester  hours  a  year.

C.     Interpretation  of  Forty-Four  Hour 
Law  for  Men  Employes 

Mr.  William  J.  Shea,  Ezaminer,  Bureau  of  Hours  and  Minimum 
Fages  of  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry,  was  present  at  the  meeting 
to  answer  such  questions  as  the  Presidents  had  to  offer. 

Mr',  Shea  informed  the  members  of  the  Board  that  although  the 
Department  of  Labor  and  Industry  has  tried  to  maintain  the  basis  Forty- 
Four  Hour  LscN ,  it  has  made  it  sufficiently  elastic  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  employer. 

Doctor  Rohrbach  stated  that  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  have 
watchmen  wording  eight  hour  shifts  and  seven  days  a  week.     He  stated 
that  the  Forty-Four  Hour  Lav;  v/as  passed  after  the  budgets  of  the  State 
Teachers  Colleges  7/ere  made  up  and  in  order  to  adhere  to  the  law,*  it 
v/ould  be  necessary  to  run  a  deficit. 

Doctor  Ackley  stated  that  under  the  present  budget  it  would  ¥e 
necessary  to  dismiss  some  of  the  professional  employes  unless  some 
provision  was  made  by  wnich  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  could  continue 
their  present  practice  until  the  termination  of  the  present  budget 
period. 

Mr.  Shea  stated  that  the  budget  problem  had  arisen  in  the 
hospital  situation  and  as  a  result  of  a  petition  to  the  Industrial  Board 
the  hospitals  are  allowed  to  operate  under  their  present  conditions  until 
their  nev*  budget  is  made  up. 

He  felt  that  the  conditions  existing  in  connection  with  the 
State  Teachers  Colleges  presented  were  somewhat  similar  and  suggested 
that  the  Board  send  a  petition  to  the  Industrial  Board  asking  for  an 
extension  of  time. 

Doctor  Klonower  suggested  that  three  members  of  the  Board 
confer  v/ith  Doctor  Ackley  ^.nd  drnw  up  a  petition  to  make  sure  it  includes 
L.11  the  problems  thct  should  be  presented  for  interpretation. 

Doctors  Miller,  Haas  and  Rowland  were  appointed  to  draw  up 
the  petition  v.ith  Doctor  Klonower  and  Doctor  Ackley  to  be  sent  to  the 
Industrial  Board.

TENTATIVE  REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  TO  MAKE  SUGGESTIONS 

RELATIVE  TO  FORTY- FOUR  HOUR  LAV.  FOR  MEN 

Inasmuch  as  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  are  owned 
and  operated  by  the  State  and,  therefore,  the  funds 
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available  during  the  fisci-.l  biennium  ere  determined  by  the 
income  available  during  this  period,  the  Board  of 
Presidents  suggests  respectfully  that  Doctor  Ade  ask  the 
Industrial  Board  to  waive  the  operation  of  the  forty-four 
hour  law  for  men  until  such  time  as  budgetary  adjustments 
to  provide  for  the  full  operation  of  the  law  are  approved 
by  the  proper  State  authorities. 

Furthermore,  the  Board  of  Presidents  believes  that 
the  Industrial  Board  should  be  asted  to  make  possible  a 
greater  daily  spread  of  time  in  order  that  such  special 
cases  as  parents  day,  home  day,  alumni  day,  athletic  and 
other  dinners,  et  cetera,  may  be  handled  by  the  college. 
The  Board  is  not  sure,  however,  that  this  request  should 
be  presented  until  following  the  preceding  request. 

The  Board  adjourned  at  1:00  o'clock  for  lunch  and 
reconvened  at  2:00  o'clock.

1.  Instructional  Staff  Adjusted  to  Minimum 
Salaries  of  Classification 

Doctor  Klonower  stated  that  on  the  basis  of  the  reports  he 
had  thus  far  received,  it  was  evident  that  it  would  be  impossible 
to  consider  the  adjustment  of  salaries  to  the  minimum  classification  of 
instructors  out-of-line  and  below  the  steps  determined  by  experience  and 
preparation. 

2.  Restorations  at  Edinboro 

Doctor  Klonower  infonned  the  members  of  the  Board  that  the 
Budget  Committee  is  unanimous  in  its  recommendation  that  the  additional 
eight  per  cent  cut,  suffered  by  the  State  Teachers  College,  at  Edinboro, 
be  restored. 

E.  Non-Credit  Courses  in  State  Teachers  Colleges 

Doctor  Ade  stated  that  he  felt  this  matter  should  be  settled 
in  terms  of  principle.    Should  or  should  not  courses  completed  at  the 
State  Teachers  Colleges  be  accepted  in  discharge  of  pre-prof essional 
education  requirem.ents.     Doctor  Ade  stated  that  he  would  ask  the  State 
Council  of  Education  to  pass  a  resolution  on  this  matter  in  terms  of 
principle .

I.    Annual  Report  of  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instmction  to  Governor  Earle 

Doctor  Ade  distributed  to  the  members  of  the  Board  copies  of 
his  annual  report  to  Governor  Earle.    He  suggested  that  the  members  of 
the  Board  read  the  report  critically  and  indicate  wherein  it  can  be 
improved . 
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He  asked  that  each  President  submit  a  critical  analysis  of  the 
Annual  Report  within  thirty  days  in  order  that  such  may  be  incorporated 
in  the  Biennial  Report. 

Doctor  Ade  also  asked  the  Board  members  to  give  him  examples 
of  how  they  have  put  into  effect  the  philosophy  they  set  forth  in  their 
reports  to  him.

Doctor  Rowland,  Cheirnxin  of  the  Coi'.anittce ,  submitted  the 
folloiiving  report: 

"To  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Presidents; 

Your  Committee  on  Relations  v;ith  the  Middle  States  and  Maryland 
Association  of  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges  begs  to  report  as  followsr 

As  requested  by  the  Board  of  Presidents,  Doctor  Klonov;er  and 
yovoc  Chairman  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Middle  States  Association  in 
Atlantic  City  on  Friday,  November  26,  at  which  Doctor  Roscoe  L.  West,, 
of  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Trenton,  New  Jersey,  and  Doctor  Lida 
Lee  Tall,  of  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Towson,  Maryland,  were  also 
present. 

There  was  submitted  to  the  Association  a  report  of  Doctor 
Rule's  coiritiittee,  a  copy  of  v.hich  is  handed  you  herewith.    This  report 
was  unanimously  adopted  without  debate  and  became  the  basis  upon  v;hich  all 
institutions  of  higher  education  will  subsequently  be  accredited  by  the 
Association. 

Doctor  V/ilson  Ferrand  reported  for  the  Commission  on  Institutions 
of  Higher  Education  that  they  had  approved  the  application  of  the  State 
Teacgers  College  at  Mont  Clair,  New  Jersey,  under  the  old  regulations, 
stating  somewhat  naively  that  this  institution  so  nearly  approximates  a 
liberal  arts  college  that  the  Commission  felt  justified  in  placing  it  on 
the  approved  list.    His  statement  held  a  note  of  apology  for  the 
Cor.imission' s  action,  and  he  apparently  felt  called  upon  to  add  tliat  there 
are  many  teachers  colleges  that  could  not,  of  course,  meet  the  standards. 

It  was,  however,  our  feeling  that  substantial  progress  had  been 
mr.de  in  the  adoption  of  the  nev.  standards  and  especially  in  the  distinct 
provision  for  the  inclusion  of  the  teachers  colleges.    Much  will  now 
depend  upon  the  attitude  of  the  examiners.     Inspection  will  cost  ^75.00, 
",65.00  to  be  returned  if  the  application  is  withdrawn  prior  to  the  actual 
inspection.    Forms  are  being  prepared  for  the  use  of  the  inspectors*

in  fulfillment  of  pre-prof essional  requirements,"

A,  Responsible  Person  in  Absence 
of  President 

Doctor  Ade  urged  the  members  of  the  Board  to  place  some 
responsible  person  under  them  who  can  carry  on  the  activities  of  the 
President  of  the  College  when  the  President  is  absent, 

B,  Foreign  Exchange  Students 

Doctor  Flowers  suggested  the  possibility  of  developing  a  program 
to  provide  for  foreign  exchange  students.    He  suggested  the  possibility 
of  developing  a  cooperative  program  with  the  Ecole  Normale  in  Paris  whereby

Doctor  Flov^rers  and  Doctor  Rohrbach  were  appointed  as  a  committee 
to  consider  the  matter, 

C,  Preliminary  Football  Practice 

Doctor  Allen  stated  that  he  had  received  a  letter  from  one  of  the 
moTibers  of  the  Board  regarding  the  regulations  covering  preliminary 
football  practice.    He  stated  that  he  informed  this  member  that  a  few  years 
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ago  a  former  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  ruled  that  there  should 
be  no  such  preliminary  practice  but  that  he  understood  that  some  of  the 
State  Teachers  Colleges  do  have  such  practice,  paying  the  expenses  involved 
out  of  the  activity  fund. 

It  was  moved  by  Doctor  Walsh  and  seconded  by  Doctor  Rowland  that 
no  football  practice  shall  be  allowed  by  any  St:-.te  Teachers  College  pre- 
vious to  tho  opening  day  of  school. 

The  motion  did  not  carry. 

Presidents  Walsh,  Noonan,  Miller,  Rowland,  and  Allen  voted  "aye". 

Presidents  Swope,  Hill,  Ifeias,  Rohrbach,  Chandler,  Flowers,  and 
Tanger  voted  "no". 

Doctor  Miller  raised  the  question  with  reference  to  students 
transferring  from  another  college  to  a  State  Teachers  College  being  allowed 
to  participate  in  athletic  contests. 

Doctor  Allen  stated  that  it  v/as  clearly  stated  in  the  rules  that 
no  student  transferring  from  any  four-year  institution  of  college  rank 
shall  be  eligible  for  any  intercollegiate  competition  until  after  a  year 
of  residence. 

It  was  moved  by  Doctor  Miller,  and  seconded  by  Doctor  Noonan, 
that  these  rules  and  regulations  apply  to  all  intercollegiate  competition. 

By  unanimous  consent  of  the  group,  the  motion  was  withdravTn  by 
Doctor  Miller.

Doctor  Klonower  pointed  out  that  extension  service  shall  be 
compensated  for  by  decreased  instructional  load  within  an  institution. 

He  advised  the  members  to  study  this  matter. 

E.  Contracts  Covering  Cooperative 
Student  Teaching 

Doctor  Klonower  distributed  to  the  members  of  the  Board  a 
suggestive  uniform  agreement  that  might  be  used  covering  student  teaching 
arrangements  between  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  and  local  School  Districts. 

Several  members  of  the  Board  stated  that  the  suggestive  agreement 
did  not  cover  all  the  necessary  points  involved  with  their  institutions, 
especially  on  campus  student  teaching. 
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On  motion  by  Doctor  Noonan,  seconded  by  Doctor  Rohrbach,  it 
was  voted  that  a  coLiaittee  of  three  be  appointed  to  review  the  agreement 
and  that  a  specific  recommendation  be  presented  to  the  Board  at  the  next 
meeting.

Mr.  Willicin  A.  Sponslcr,  3rd,  Assistant  Budget  Secretary, 
appeared  before  the  Beard.    He  stated  that  a  little  over  a  year  ago 
arrangements  were  made  with  Pennsylvania  State  College  to  carry  on

1,  Standardizing  Materials  Purchased 
for  State  Teachers  Colleges 

Mr.  B.  E.  Killian,  Advanced  Standards  Specialist,  Department 
of  Property  and  Supplies,  appeared  before  the  Board.    He  stated  that 
the  Department  of  Property  and  Supplies  is  having  difficulty  lately  in 
trying  to  expedite  the  shipment  of  materials  used  in  connection  with 
the  Home  Economics  Curriculum  and  the  Industrial  Arts  Curriculum  in 
the  State  Teachers  Colleges.     This  is  due,  he  pointed  out,  to  the 
fact  that  the  reqests  from  the  colleges  are  of  a  special  nature  and 
different  betv^een  the  institutions  themselves. 

Mr.  Killian  stated  that  there  are  a  number  of  different 
manufacturers  who  make  the  same  product  and  when  requests  are  received 
from  the  State  Teachers  College  for  products  manufactured  by  certain 
firms,  it  prevents  the  Department  of  Property  and  Supplies  from 
receiving  competitive  bidding  on  the  purchase  of  the  products. 

Mr.  Killian  suggested  that  the  Board  of  Presidents  appoint 
a  committee  representing  the  institutions  offering  the  Home  Economics 
Curriculum  and  the  Industrial  Arts  Curriculum.     This  committee  should 
study  the  situation  and  suggest  a  policy  to  be  followed  by  the 
institutions  with  reference  to  the  supplies  used  in  the  Home  Economics 
Curriculum  and  Industrial  Arts  Curriculum,    In  developing  this  matter, 
Mr,  Killian  pointed  out  that  the  products  established  for  the  use  of 
the  Commonwealth  should  form  the  basis  of  consideration  and  the  items 
selected  confom  as  closely  as  possible  to  the  standard  items.

Doctor  Klonower  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  nenbers 
of  the  Board  the  fact  that  sone  of  the  approved  training 
certificates  indicating  the  work  conpleted  by  students  who  receive 
their  sheepskins  at  mid- year  do  not  indicate  that  the  students 
have  actually  received  their  degrees.    He  pointed  out  that  unless 
the  approved  training  certificates  indicate  that  the  students  have 
actually  been  av/arded  their  degrees,  certificates  can  not  be  issued 
them. 
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4.  Cooperation  with  Nc.tional  Society  for 
Mental  Hygiene 

Attention  of  the  members  of  the  Board  was  called  to  the  fact 
that  an  offer  has  been  received  from  the  National  Committee  for  Mental 
Hygiene  to  send  to  certain  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  a  representa- 
tive who  would  like  to  get  the  viewpoint  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges 
on  selection  and  the  plan  of  guidance  counseling  of  the  individual 
student  during  his  college  career. 

Doctor  Klonower  stated  that  arrangements  v/ere  being  made  with 
five  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  to  carry  on  such  a  conference  v/hich 
entails  no  expense  to  the  institution  and  suggested  that  if  the  other 
colleges  desired  to  have  Doctor  Dorms  visit  their  institutions,  the 
Presidents  should  write  to  him  regarding  tte  matter. 

5.  Suggestive  Letter  to  Superintendents, 
Secondary  School  Principals,  and 
Personnel  Officers  re  "Teacher 
Education  Guidance  Program" 

Doctor  Klonower  read  to  the  members  of  the  Board  a  suggestive 
letter  which  he  prepared  to  be  sent  to  Superintendents,  Secondary  School 
Principals  and  Personnel  Officers  with  reference  to  a  teacher  education 
guidance  program. 

The  Board  as  a  whole  felt  that  if  this  letter  vi^ere  sent  out, 
it  should  be  modified  to  a  certain  extent  and  that  lists  of  subject 
fields  not  be  included. 

6.  Fee  for  Non-Resident  Students 

Doctor  Haas  stated  that  ho  had  worked  out  a  plan  with  his 
business  manager  by  which  he  had  estim£ited  the  cost  of  instructional 
service  to  a  student.    This  figure,  he  stated,  was  ^280.    He  suggested 
that  the  other  members  of  the  Board  work  out  a  similar  plan  to  see  what  \ 
it  cost  their  institutions  for  the  instructional  service  rendered  to  ^1 
students. 

Inasmuch  as  it  was  Doctor  Steele  who  previously  suggested 
reduction  in  the  non-resident  fee  for  students  and  since  he  was  not 
present  at  the  time  of  the  discussion,  it  was  unanimously  agreed  to 
postpone  any  action  with  reference  to  this  matter. 

V.    Federal  Funds  for  Home  Economics  Students 

Doctor  Klonower  called  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  to  the  fact  that  additional  funds  will  be  mde  available  through  \ 
the  Federal  Govermnent  for  vocational  home  economics  purposes.     If  this  L 
money  is  not  ear-marked  for  experimental  purposes,  he  stated,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  reduce  the  fees  charged  to  students  who  take  the  home 
economics  curriculum. 

On  motion  by  Doctor  Noonan,  seconded  by  Doctor  Miller,  it  was 
voted  that  the  matter  of  fees  for  home  economics  courses,  subsidized  from 
Federal  funds,  be  referred  to  the  Fee  Committee  for  study  and  recommenda- 
tion at  a  later  meeting  of  the  Board.

A.  Report  of  the  C\irricular 
Rev isi  on  Commi  t tee 

1.    Content  for  New  Syllabi 

Doctor  Steele,  Cheirman  of  the  Curricular  Revision  Committee, 
reported  progress  in  the  development  of  the  outlines  for  the  revision 
of  content  for  the  courses  in  the  syllabi. 

Doctor  Klonov*er  stated  that  he  hr,d  met  with  all  but  three 
faculties  of  the  State  Te-.chers  Colleges  and  had  presented  the  question 
of  re-definition  of  the  content  of  the  req'uired  courses.     There  seems 
to  be  a  fine  attitude  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  faculty  to 
undertake  this  work.    He  stated  that  he  believed  th:>t  when  the  forms 
are  finally  developed  there  will  be  a  Tdaolesome  response  on  the  part  of 
the  faculties. 

B,  Report  of  the  Budget  Committee  -  1937-39 

Doctor  Miller,  Chairman  of  the  Budget  Committee,  stated  that 
the  Budget  Committee  had  no  formal  report  to  submit.    He  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Budget  Commi tti^e  had  recorrimended  that 
the  emergency  fund  should  be  distributed  to  the  institutions  by 
April  1,  1938, 

Doctor  Klonower  stated  that  he  had  met  with  Doctor  Davis  and 
Doctor  Acklcy  relative  to  this  matter  and  stated  that  a  letter  is  to  be 
sent  to  the  Presidents  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  asking  them  to 
suggest  urgent  needs  for  their  institutions,  and  that,  in  proportion  to 
the  amount  of  money  available,  the  distribution  of  funds  will  be  made. 
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C.    Report  of  the  Fee  Committee 


1.  Fee  for  Non-Resideat  Students 

After  considerable  discussion,  on  motion  by  Doctor  Haas, 
seconded  by  Doctor  Allen,  it  was  voted  that  the  item  relative  to  the 
Fee  for  Non-Resident  Students  be  removed  from  the  Doctet. 

2,  Fee  for  Home  Economics  Students 

Doctor  Haas  stated  that  the  natter  before  the  Board  was  the 
question  of  reducing  the  Home  Economics  fee  for  institutions  subsidized 
by  Federal  Funds.    He  stated  that  he  believed  the  Board  was  merely 
considering  a  hypothetical  situation  inasmuch  as  additional  funds  were 
not  available  from  Federal  sources. 

Doctor  Klonower  stated  that  he  believed  additional  funds  were 
to  become  available  and  stated  that  it  v;as  his  opinion  that  the  members 
of  the  Board  should  not  reduce  the  home  economics  fee  at  the  present 
time  because  it  could  not  be  done  without  unbalancing  the  approved 
budgets  but  that  if  additional  funds  become  available  then  the  fee  should 
be  reduced  to  the  extent  that  such  reduction  absorbs  the  additional 
amount. 

On  motion  by  Doctor  Haas,  seconded  by  Doctor  Fausold,  it  was 
voted  that  the  matter  of  the  Fee  for  Homo  Economics  Students  bo  dropped 
from  the  Docket  until  such  additional  Federal  Funds  become  available 
for  the  institutions  offering  the  Home  Economics  Curriculum. 

D.  Report  of  Doctor  Ross  re  "Marking  Systems" 

Doctor  Ross  reportc^d  that  he  had  been  working  on  this  mcttor 
but  due  to  his  recent  illness  had  been  forced  to  remain  out  of  the 
office  for  two  rionths  and  asked  that  the  matter  be  removed  from  the 
Docket  temporarily. 

Doctor  Klonower  stated  thc.t  he  felt  this  was  too  important  an 
item  to  be  dropped  from  the  Docket.  He  said  that  it  was  very  necess;iry 
that  all  the  institutions  hive  comparable  passirog  iiiarks.

C.     Junior  High  School 
Diploma  Req^uests 

Doctor  Klonower  asked  vhether  it  was  in  accord  v.ith  the  policy 
of  the  Board  for  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  to  grant  Junior  High  School 
Diplomas. 
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It  v;as  the  consensus  of  opinion  that  such  requests  are  in 
accord  with  the  policy  of  the  Board  but  that  junior  high  school 
graduation  should  be  discouraged. 

D.  Passing  Mark  for  Graduates 
This  matter  was  discussed  with  II-D. 

E.  Schedule  of  After-Class  Hours 

Doctor  Klonower  stated  that  the  Department  is  trying  to  get 
information  concerning  the  classes  thnt  are  scheduled  after  class  hours, 
in  the  evening  and  on  Saturday  morning,  and  vjhcther  such  classes  are 
provided  for  teachers  in  service  as  well  as  regular  students  enrolled 
at  the  institutions. 

The  members  of  the  Board  explained  that  a  number  of  classes 
are  offered  in  the  evenings  and  on  Saturday  especially  for  teachers 
in  service  but  such  classes  are  not  limited  to  teachers  in  service 
and  may  be  attended  by  regular  students  who  can  not  attend  the  class 
during  regular  class  hours. 

F.  Instruction  in  Best  Methods  of  Testing 
Sight  and  Hearing  of  Children 

A  copy  of  Act  547  was  distributed.     The  Act  in  part  states: 

"The  Department  of  Public  Instruction  shall 
provide,  in  the  State  teachers'  colleges, 
instruction  and  practice  in  the  best  methods 
of  testing  the  sight  and  hearing  of  children, 
and  shall  prescribe  the  scientific  appliances 
wliich  shall  be  used  by  State  teachers'  colleges 
to  provide  such  instruction." 

Attention  was  called  to  Section  2  of  the  Act  which  states: 

"The  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
(^5,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  is  hereby  specifically  appropriated 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  for 
the  purchase  of  audiometers  and  other  scientific 
devices,  for  the  delivery  of  the  same  to 
appropriate  places  in  this  Commonwealth  for 
use  in  school  districts,  for  the  payment  of  the 
compensation  and  expenses  of  the  specialist  and 
person  appointed  to  assist  medical  inspectors 
and  to  supervise  tests,  and  for  all  other 
necessary  and  proper  expenses  incurred  in 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act". 
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Doctor  Steele  pointed  out  that  the  instrument  used  in  the 
speech  education  curriculum  suits  tliat  purpose  very  well  but  it  is 
not  the  typo  of  instrument  used  in  the  public  schools.    He  stated 
that  a  letter  was  sent  out  designating  the  type  of  instrument  to 
be  used  in  testing  the  sight  and  hearing  of  children, 

G.  Safety  Education 

Mention  was  made  of  the  joint  conference  of  six  different 
groups  concerned  with  Safety  Education  that  was  held  at  the  Staff 
Meeting  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  on  Monday  night, 
March  14,  1938. 

Members  of  the  Board  v-ere  told  that  much  valuable  material 
concerning  Safety  Education  could  be  secured  from  the  Highway 
Department, 

H.  Clarification  of  Charges  to  be  Made  to 
Members  of  the  Instructional  Staff  Living 
on  the  Campus  in  the  Dormitory 

A  question  had  been  raised  concerning  the  charges  to  be  made 
to  members  of  the  instructional  staff  living  on  the  cacipus  in  the 
dormitory. 

It  T.as  pointed  out  that  this  matter  was  covered  in  the  Uniform 
Fees,  Deposits,  and  Repayments  in  the  State  Teachers  Colleges,  Section 
III-2  states  that  the  rate  of  nine  dollars  ($9.00)  per  week  shall  be 
ch£.rged  which  includes  room,  laundry,  and  table  board, 

I .  Ordering  Sheepskins 

1.  Exact  Name  of  Graduc.te 

Doctor  Klonower  called  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  to  the  matter  of  indicating  the  exact  name  of  the  graduate  on 
the  approved  training  certificate  tlx.t  is  sent  in  for  pre-approval 
by  the  Department  for  graduation  in  order  that  these  nans  s  may 
correspond  v.ith  those  on  the  list  for  sheepskins, 

2.  Placement  of  Orders 

A  letter  from  Mr.  J.  E.  Minchboff ,  Manager  of  Sales,  E.  A.  Wright 
Company  of  Philadelphia,  v/ith  reference  to  the  ordering  of  sheepskins  for 
graduates  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  was  read. 

E.  A.  Wright  Company  now  has  a  supply  of  sheepskins  on  hand  and 
if  the  Presidents  of  the  Colleges  place  their  orders  for  the  May  graduates, 
prompt  deliveries  can  be  made. 
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J.    Acceptance  of  Ameri can  Association  of 
Teachers  Colle~;es  as  an  Accrediting 
Agency  by  the  State  of  Florida 

A  letter  under  date  of  February  3,  1938,  from  Mi".  Joe  Hall, 
Supervisor  of  Certification,  DepCir tir.ent  of  Public  Instruction, 
Tallahassee,  Florida,  was  read  in  ix.rt: 

"You  would  be-  interested  in  knowing  that  Florida 
is  now  using  the  Aaerican  Association  of 
Teachers  Colleges  as  an  accrediting  agency  also". 

K.     Certification  of  Teachers  for  Special 
Class  Work 

Doctor  Ross  stated  thf.t  he  Y/as  of  the  opinion  that  courses 
offered  for  the  certification  of  special  class  teachers  should  not 
be  liiriited  to  certain  State  Teachers  Colleges  but  that  all  institutions 
should  bo  permitted  to  offer  the  twelve  or  sixteen  semester  hours  of 
v/ork  required  in  addition  to  experience  for  certification  in  this 
field. 

He  str.ted  that  this  field  of  work  was  devr  loping  v7idoly  in 
his  area  and  that  he  has  had  numerous  requests  from  teachers  in 
service  to  secure  this  work  at  Edinboro  but  because  such  courses  are 
not  approved  at  Edinboro  he  could  not  offer  this  work. 

Doctor  Klonower  pointed  out  that  school  districts  are  now 
receiving  a  special  subsidy  for  teachers  of  special  classes  and  stated 
that  the  Department  has  always  felt  that  this  preparation  should  be 
concentrated  where  there  is  proper  instructional  staff  and  adequate 
laboratory  facilities  to  carry  on  the  work. 

L.     Study  of  Degree-Granting  Institutions 

Doctor  Ade  spoke  of  the  Report  of  Degree-Granting  Institutions 
that  Iiiid  been  sent  out  by  the  State  Council  of  Education  to  the 
institutions  of  higher  learning  in  Pennsylvania.    He  aieksd  the  members 
of  the  Board  to  cooperate  in  this  self -appraisal.    He  told  them  to  take 
as  much  time  as  they  need  to  fill  out  the  questionnaire  and  stated  that 
if  there  are  certain  aspects  of  the  study  that  they  can  not  fill  out, 
they  should  be  omitted.    Doctor  Ade  stated  that  he  felt  much  good  has 
come  already  from  sending  out  the  questionnaire  and  that  the  Department 
is  going  forward  with  it» 
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M.     Secondary  School  Survey 


Doctor  Steele  spoice  briefly  of  a  survey  Vihich  Mr.  Homer  E. 
Moody  of  West  Newton,  PennsylvaaiE. ,  had  presented  to  niiti  with  reference 
to  securing  information  rogL.rdinf,  students  for  tlie  exclusive  use  of 
State  Toc.ciiers  Colleges,    He  pointed  out  thit  this  survey  covered  some 
one  hundred  and  tv.enty-five  secondary  schools  in  Western  and  Central 
Pennsylvania  and  v>iould  contain  certain  inf orL'i::.tion  regarding  the 
financial  status  of  students  conteiiiplatiog  entering  tiie  State  Teacnsrs 
Colleges,  thereby  helping  the  institutions  determine  ^/tether  such 
students  are  good  college  "risks".    No  action  v^as  taken. 

N.  iViiscellaueous 

1,  'ISNERAX  State  Authority 
Building  Program 

Doctor  Clarence  E.  Ackley,  Deputy  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  appeared  before  the  Borjrd, 

Doctor  Ackley  spoke  of  the  conference  held  on  March  7  in 
Colonel  JaticTvay's  office  at  which  time  Colonel  J&nev/ay  requested  that 
the  institutions  provide  a  complete  list  of  equipment  for  all  buildings 
coming  under  The  General  State  Authority  Building  Program.    He  stated 
that  this  list  should  contain  every  article  necessary  for  the  completion 
and  operation  of  all  nev;  or  rcmode-led  buildings  rmd  should  be  complete 
in  every  respect  regardless  of  any  other  lists  viiich  right  have  been 
prepc-red;  an  estim::ted  cost  of  ezch  piece  of  equipment  or  article  shall 
accompany  the  list. 

Doctor  iickley  stated  that  Colonel  Janeway  had  sent  to  The 
Authority  Architects  a  letter  setting  up  directions  for  compiling  the 
list  of  equipment  and  that  he  has  broken  down  the  list  in  two  headings  - 
A  and  B.    He  stated  that  the  Departr-Bnt  is  now  asking  the  Presidents 
of  the  institutions  to  add  to  these  lists  articles  C  and  D.    Article  C 
should  include  all  equipment  not  included  under  articles  A  and  B,  where 
plans  and  specifications  by  the  tir cMtect s  are  not  required,  and  under 
D  should  be  listed,  in  preferential  order,  "any  new  building  work, 
roadways,  etc.  as  may  be  proposed  to  be  handled  by  The  General  State 
Authority".    Doctor  Ackley  stated  that  these  lists  should  be  sent 
directly  to  the  Departmjent. 

2.  Unallocated  Funds 

Doctor  Ade  spoke  briefly  on  the  question  of  funds  available  for 
distribution  to  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  that  have  not  as  yet  been 
allocated.    He  stated  that  he  now  has  a  committee  working  on  this  matter 
and  that  definite  allocations  will  be  nade  in  the  near  future. 
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3,    Biennial  Report 


Doctor  /ide  stated  that  the  Department  is  now  working  on  the 
Biennial  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  to  the 
Governor  for  the  Two-year  Period  ending  May  31,  1938.    The  mimeographed 
report  that  had  been  compiled  for  the  single  yesir  ending  May  31,  1937, 
will  be  incorporated  in  this  final  report.     The  committee  thrt  had  been 
appointed  to  head  the  project  has  recommended  tlic-t  two  separate  reports 
are  needed,  one,  an  official  archival  report  for  historical  and 
comparative  purposes,  to  be  distributed  to  professional  folks,  and  the 
other,  a  popular  pictorial  report  of  selected  features  for  the  rank 
and  file  of  folks,  to  be  distributed  to  lay  people. 

Doctor  Ade  urged  the  members  of  the  Board  to  cooperate  with 
Doctor  Klonower  in  getting  this  material  ready  for  distribution  by  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year.  May  31,  1938, 

4,  Fore  fa  timers  Day 

Doctor  Ade  spoke  of  the  sites  he  had  visited  in  connection  with 
the  founding  of  the  Commonwealth  and  of  the  significance  of  this 
commemoration  and  the  contribution  which  may  be  niade  through  it  to  our 
knowledge  of  early  Pennsylvania. 

He  urged  the  members  of  the  Board  to  observe  Friday,  April  8, 
with  appropriate  programs  and  pageants  commemorating  the  first  permanent 
white  settlement  in  Pennsylvania.     He  stated  that  the  Pennsylvania 
Historical  Commission  and  the  Bureau  of  Instruction  in  the  Department 
of  Public  Instruction  liave  cooperated  v;ith  the  Pennsylvania  300th 
Anniversary  Commission  in  providing  materials  for  a  suitable  observance 
in  the  schools  of  this  significant  anniversary* 

5.  Athletic  Coaching  School 

Mr.  Swope  briefly  presented  his  plan  of  establishing  an 
athletic  coaching  school  for  the  major  sports  during  the  summer  session. 
He  stated  that  he  felt  their  summer  session  enrolment  would  be  greatly 
increased  if  the  College  v/ere  to  employ  competent  athletic  coaches 
like  those  in  the  big  Universities  for  the  purpose  of  training  men  in 
this  field.    He  stated  that  this  would  be  a  means  of  providing 
supplemental  training  to  that  received  in  the  four  year  teacher 
education  curriculum  in  the  field  of  health  and  physical  education. 

Inasmuch  as  the  matter  of  credit,  fees,  et  cetera,  was  raised 
concerning  this  proposal,  the  matter  v/as  postponed  for  discussion  until 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 
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6,    Inauguratioa  of  Doctor  Flovvers 


It  was  the  unanimous  agreement  of  the  Boc.rd  tfe  t  Doctor  Klonower 
appoint  one  of  the  members  of  the  Board  to  represent  the  Board  of 
Presidents  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  at  the  Inauguration  of 
Doctor  Flowers  which  will  take  place  at  Lock  Haven  May  19,  1938. 

7.    Date  of  May  Meeting 

Because  May  20,  1938  comes  so  near  Commencervent  Exercises  in 
the  Institutions,  the  date  of  the  May  neeting  of  the  Boai'd  of  Presidents 
was  unanimously  agreed  to  as  Friday,  May  13,  1938.

MINUTES 


The  meeting  of  the  Deans  of  Instruction  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  was  called 
to  order  at  9:30  A.M.    Those  present  v. ere: 


Henry  Klonovver,  Director,  Teacher  Education  and  Certification 

Jonas  E.  Vvagner,  Adviser,  Elementary  Teacher  Education  and  Certification 

J.  K.  Bovmian ,  Adviser,  Secondary  Teacher  Education  and  Placement 


Mr,  V'agner  opened  the  meeting  77ith  a  short  address  of  v;elcorne. 

Doctor  Klonor;er  spoke  to  the  group  and  brought  out  the  follov;ing  points: 


1.  Lore  information  should  be  developed  r.nd  greater  thought  given  to 
the  matter  of  field  trips.     If  a  spirit  of  coope.ration  could  be 
established  .among  the  Presidents  of  Virious  state  teachers  colleges 
throughout  the  United  States,  perhaps  other  stote  teachers  colleges 
could  bfc  used  as  ovor-night  stops  for  groups  of  students  on  field 
trips. 

2.  Restorati>-'n  of  salaries  had  been  a  step  forv/ard  in  the  progress  of 
the  Pennsylvania  State  Teacners  Colleges,    At  first  only  individuals 
were  reimbursed,  but  a  modified  policy  that  reimburses  the  scliool 

on  the  position  has  been  put  into  effect.    This  means  tiiat  if  a 
position  had  been  in  existence  last  year  aiid  Y-as  tilled  this  year, 
the  salarjr'  of  the  i:erson  in  tne  position  would  be  restored.  Everyone 
who  has  taken  a  cut  i.a  salary  will  have  it  restored. 

3.  There  must  be  urdformity  of  interpretation  in  the  ratter  of  content 
of  courses.     Instead  of  v;ritiug  to  the  Departno.it  of  Public 
Instruction  fir.-t  in  re^-rard  to  the  c^atsnt  of  courses,  faculty 
members  sh  .u.ld  :;.i£cuss  sacii  matters     ith  the  Dean  of  Instruction,

College,  and  the  latter,  if  necessary,  with  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction*    Flans  are  being  made  for  another  annual 
conference  of  the  faculty  members  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges* 
At  tiiis  meeting  they  should  begin  to  revise  courses.    The  syllabi 
should  be  the  basic  background  for  the  revisi  on  of  courses. 

4.  There  has  never  been  a  time  when  the  Department  of  Public 

Instruction  has  been  called  on  for  information  about  the  State 
Teacliers  Colleges  as  todt^y.     In  order  to  ask  for  more  i.joney  tiiere 
must  be  accurate  information  concerning  these  things.    Many  of  the 
facts  concerning  teacher  load,  student  enrollment  in  classes,  and 
courses  taught  by  instructors  must  be  used  to  put  us  in  a  better 
position  to  sustain  the  judgment  that  more  support  is  needed. 
Therefore,  greater  accuracy  should  be  exercised  to  get  the  teacner 
to  record  his  part  on  the  record.    Each  Dean  was  asked  to  take  a 
faculty  record  card,  study  it  carefully  from  the  point  of  view  of 
improving  the  picture,  and  furnish  aiiy  suggestions  concerning: 

(1)  Greater  accuracy 

(2)  Greater  simplicity 
(5)  More  clarity 

Finally,  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  should  have  detailed 
statements  of  tne  prepaiation  and  experience  of  the  faculty  members 
of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges. 

Lr.  /v'agnei  referred  to  the  fact  tiiat  v.hen  the  Office  of  TeciCher  Education  and 
Certification  requested  inforriiz^tion  from  the  institutions  for  tabulating  reports,  a 
tevi  were  clMnys  I'^te  in  their  responses.    Since  the  infomr.tion  was  frequently  of 
iramedictc  importance,  it  v.-ould  be  very  much  appreciat'-;d  if  the  report  from  e:ich 
institution  would  rei.ch  the  office  promptly. 

He  ;a1so  str.ted  that  during  this  transitional  period  with  respect  to  curriculum 
changes,  the  Board  of  Presidents  has  decided  that  each  institution  is  more  or  less 
in  a  position  to  use  its  own  judgment  to  fit  the  cases  to  be  met.    The  Department 
will  support  any  decisions  that  seem  to  be  reasonable  in  their  application.  With 
that  general  theme  in  mind,  the  discussion  of  the  Docket  was  opened, 

I.    Course  Equivalents  in  the  Evaluation  of  Ola  Credentials  on  the  Basis  of  the 
New  Curriculums, 

Dean  Naegle  stated  that  when  the  oases  of  older  graduates  of  the 
old  normal  school  curriculums  come  in,  a  person  might  profit  more  by 
having  an  evaluation  made  either  partly  or  entirely  on  the  basis  of 
the  new  curriculum. 

Doctor  Doughton  asked  if  it  would  be  possible  to  have  the  older  Deans 
formulate  a  few  basic  prinoiples  upon  which  the  newer  Deans  might  solve 
certain  probleiris  which  aiip.c.     If  c^es  siiiiU.r    o  those  arising  in 
anotner  of  the  State  leacneis  Collej^es  occurre-d,  the  newer  Deans 
would  know  -./hat  the  otner  i.nsti tuti "ins  had  done  and  could  act  in  like 
manner.    He  added  tnat  the  cajes  should  then  Ve  cleared  through  the 
Department  of  Public  Instruction. 
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Dean  V>alsh  stated  that  each  question  on  evaliaations  v-as  an  indiviau=il 
case  and  that  no  set  rules  could  be  laid  do\;n  for  the  solution  of 
them.    He  added  tnst  no  x-.erson  v,ho  has  had  four  yer:rs  of  secondary 
school  preparation  und  h:.s  completed  one  of  the  old  tv.o-yeN-J?  normal 
school  curriculums  should  get  more  tar.n  t',vo  years  credit.  Some 
persons  who  apply  for  evaluations  try  to  get  more  credit  than  tney 
were  ever  entitled  to. 

He  stated  further  that  the  chief  trouble  his  office  has  is  when  people 
send  their  credentials  to  several  institutions  to  see  v-here  they  can 
get  the  most  credit.    He  suggested  that  if  a  person  is  suspected  of 
this,  it  should  be  permitted  to  inquire  from  the  other  institution 
what  credit  had  been  granted. 

Doctor  Eisenberg  suggested  that  a  good  many  of  the  years  previous  to 
1917  had  consisted  of  42  weeks  of  work.    This  v/ould  give  persons  who 
had  niatriculated  in  courses  at  that  time  approximately  another 
semester  of  credit. 

lir.  Becker  said  that  a  person  had  written  to  Clarion  for  credit  in 
Psychology  II  for  some  other  course  in  Psychology,    He  wanted  to  know 
if  the  other  Deans  substituted  courses  in  this  way. 

Dean  Dilworth  stated  that  in  general  iviillersville  would  accept  other 
courses  in  Psychology, 

Dean  Kriner  pointed  out  that  the  stuaent  must  have  Introductory 
Psychology  and  Educational  Psychology, 

Mr.  Wagrier  pointed  out  that  the  Department  is  inclined  to  rule  rather 
strictly,  especially  on  Psychology  II.    Psychology  I  is  open  for  a 
little  more  liberal  interpretation. 

Dean  Menhennett  raised  the  question  as  to  whether  the  other  Deans  nade 
all  the  evaluations  tix^.t  are  asked  of  them.    He  stated  that  tney  only 
make  them  when  the  person  is  registered  in  the  college. 

Dean  Walsh  replied  that  Indiana  gave  no  evaluations  until  the  stuaent 
was  registered,  and  that  such  evaluations  are  frequently  held  up  until 
the  students  have  completed  at  least  one  semester. 

Dean  V/heatley  moved  that  a  committee  of  three  of  the  older  Deans  be 
appointed  to  work  out  some  general  principles  on  v/hich  to  base  an 
evaluation,  in  order  that  the  newer  Deans  might  have  these  staiidards 
as  a  suggestive  basis  on  v^hich  to  work.    The  motion,  seconded  by  Ivlr. 
Becker,  was  carried, 

II,     (a)  How  Many  Holders  of  State  Standard  Limited  Certificates  Keep  Their  Certi- 
fication Alive  While  Earning  Credit  toward  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science  in  Education  in  Order  to  Be  Certified  Ultimately  to  Teach  Tv/o  or 
More  Fields  in  the  Secondary  School? 

Dean  Dilworth  suggested  that  the  student;^  siic'ild  be  advised  to  get 
the  elementary  degree  first. 
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ivir.  Wagner  sc.id  there.  ..ere  t-.vo  problems  to  be  considered;  first, 
txiose  who  ■..ill  continue  in  element ?.ry  educe. ti on  snd  second,  those 
who  will  ciiange  to  the  secondary  curriculum.    He  suggested  that 
it  would  be  reasonable  to  permit  the  students  to  select  for  perhaps 
one  or  tvvo  renewals  those  courses  that  are  coirmon  to  both  elementary 
and  secondary  certi f icstion . 

It  was  the  opinion  of  Dean  Vi/alsh  that  the  students  should  stop  at  the 
end  of  six  years  to  get  their  degree. 

Mr,  V/agner  reported  that  a  study  of  the  teacners'  certificates  issued 
in  the  elementary  field  prior  to  September  1  showed  that  the  supply 
of  teacrjers  in  this  field  just  about  broke  even  with  the  demand  for 
such  teachers. 

(b)  Iviust  the  Twelve  Hours  Required  for  the  Renev/al  of  the  State  Standard 
Limited  Certificate  Be  Earned  Subsequent  to  the  Date  of  I.ssue  of  the 
Certif  icate? 

Mr.  V/agner  said,  no.    For  example,  v/hen  the  initial  issue  was  based 
on  the  first  tv/o  years  of  an  approved  four-year  curriculum,  some 
persons  applying  for  certification  -vvere  gradut.tes  of  a  tliree-year 
curriculum.    Therefore,  any  credits  they  hc-d  in  excess  of  the  t\;o 
year  requirement  vvere  credited  tov.ard  the  first  reneral. 

Dean  Kriner  felt  that  after  the  initial  issue  of  the  certificate 
students  should  be  encouraged  to  complete  their  degrees  as  quickly 
as  possible, 

III.    Do  Students  Vn'no  Expect  to  Be  Certified  in  the  Field  of  Science  Have  to 

Present  Definite  Pre-requisites  for  Work  Completed  in  a  Secondary  School 
Even  Though  All  Students  Must  Have  Two  Years  of  Science  as  Biological  Science 
I  or  II  and  Physical  Science  I  or  II? 

Mr.  Bowman  stated  that  there  is  no  pre-requisi te  in  secondary  school 
education  for  certification  to  teach  science.     The  new  curriculum 
does  not  chsirtge  the  minimum  requirements  for  teaching  science  in 
secondary  schools  and  only  approved  post  secondary  school  coui'ses 
are  acceptable  for  secondary  school  certification  to  teach  science. 

He  mentioned  further  that  science  is  added  to  a  secondary  college 
certificate  on  the  basis  of  a  minimum  of  eighteen  semester  hours  of 
college  work.     In  the  cr.se  of  a  foreign  language  the  practice  is 
slightly  different.     If  a  college  graduate  was  exempt  from  the  first 
year  of  college  work  (six  semester  hours)  on  the  basis  of  high 
school  preparation  in  the  subject,  similar  credit  mr.y  be  iillovved 
tot;ard  the  minimum  of  eighteen  semester  hours  for  certification  to 
teach  a  foreign  language.    Dean  Naegle  asl«d  if  this  credit  applied 
toward  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  semester  hours  required  for 
a  degree.    Ivlr.  Bowman  stated  that  it  did  not. 

Mr.  Bov/man  then  asked  the  Deans  if  there  were  many  students  \/ho  wer-e 
specializing  in  either  Biological  Science  or  Physical  Science  without 
completing  sufficient  courses  in  both  fields  to  qualify  for  certifi- 
cation to  teach  all  secondary  school  Science.    Dean  Menhennett  replied 
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that  there  were  very  fer.  cases  of  this  sort,  and  that  many  of  the 
students  readily  changed.    Mr.  Bov/ir;an  added  that  it  is  very  difficult 
for  anyone  vvho  specializes  in  only  one  field  of  science  to  be  placed. 
In  luaking      stud^^^  of  the  college  certificates  issued  to  liberal  arts 
college  graduates,  Science  appears  on  about  13  per  cent  of  them  but 
only  on  2  or  3  per  cent  of  the  certificates  issued  to  graduates  of 
the  State  Teachers  Colleges.    Dean  Kriner  st-itcd  that  since  other 
States  do  not  break  dov-n  science  certificates  into  biological  science 
and  physical  science,  it  ?;ould  be  advantageous  to  eliminate  this 
arraiige.'oent  in  Pennsylvania, 


ll'",    Coiiises  to  Be  Used  for  Permanent  Certification 


Mr.  Bowman  observed  that  applicants  for  the  permanent  college  certifi- 
cate should  be  advised  to  matriculate  for  a  master's  degree.  A 
candidate  for  a  master's  degree  will  specialize  in  eitner  educatioa 
or  the  subject  fields  on  his  certificate  and  recognized  graduate 
courses  in  either  of  these  fields  v.lll  be  acceptable  for  the  perrasuu-nt 
college  certificate.    The  thought  behind  this  statement  is  that 
eventually  a  fifth  year  of  post  secondary  education  will  be  required 
for  second.",ry  school  certification.    He  further  added  that  six 
semester  hours  of  approved  graduate  v.'ork  in  educ.-tion  ^.cooptabla  tov,\'ird 
a  mr.ster*s  degree  will  be  accepted  in  f ulf illxacnt  of  the  six  semester 
hours  of  additional  viork  required  for  the  per^xnent  college  certificate. 


Dean  Kriner  suggested  tnat  the  courses  should  be  made  graduate  courses, 
and  that  the  nurriber  should  be  increased. 


Mr.  Bowraan  added  that  that  would  bar  the  liberal  arts  colleges  v/hich 
do  not  offer  approved  graduate  courses.    I-ie  also  added  that  a  provi- 
sional college  certificate  issued  subsequent  to  September  1,  1935 
requires  a  course  in  visual  education  to  be  mde  permanent. 

Dean  Kr-iner  made  a  motion  registering  the  opiaion  of  the  Deans  to  the 
effect  that  they  fee],  that  the  work  required  for  making  college 
certificates  permanent  should  look  tov;ard  a  master's  degree,  and  that 
the  requirement  should  be  more  than  six  senester  hours. 

Dean  Walsh  seconded  the  n.otion,  which  v/as  carried* 


Ivlr.  Becker  asked  if  this  would  apply  to  both  elementary  and  secondary 
school  certificates,  and  Dean  Kriner  replied  that  it  should  if  it 
becomes  a  regulation. 

Dean  Walsh  reminded  the  others  that  the  motion  was  merely  a  matter  of 
opinion,  that  the  official  step  has  not  yet  been  taken, 

Ivir,  \7agner  then  appointed  a  coiri.-iittee  of  three  of  the  Deans  to  formulate  plans 
upon  which  the  Deans  might  base  their  actions.    The  Coiur;a.ttee  is  as  fellows;

Vir,  Bowman  stated  that  the  holder  of  a  college  certificate  who  is  a 
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norri&l  school  grcduute  E-sy  ht.ve  those  second:j.ry  school  subjects 
added  to  his  college  certificate  in  which  he  has  conpleted  a 
niniii.un  of  eiglitcen  sen-cster  hours  of  college  \vork.    A  gr^.:.ducte 
of  a  four  year  curriculum  in  elecientary  education  who  is  not  a 
norrrial  school  graduate  is  req^uired  to  complete  six  semester 
hours  in  secondary  education  and  six  semester  hours  in  student 
teaching  in  grades  above  the  sixth  to  q^ualify  for  secondary  school 
certification.    He  added  that  those  normal  school  courses  for  which 
credit  was  allowed  toward  a  college  degree  are  acceptable  toward 
the  minimura  of  eighteen  semester  hours  in  the  subject  field  for 
secondary  school  certification,  unless  they  are  distinctly  in  the 
field  of  elementary  education.

Dean  Andruss  v/i.ntod  to  knov/  '..hether  any  of  tne  schools  lir.xited  the 
nuTibcr  of  extrc-curri cular  -..ctivities. 

Dean  Jaursma  stated  th-.t  Slippery  Rock  h:-s  f.;ur  cxtrr,-curri cular 
activities,    .iid  ttet  tne  p^^int  system  is  followed. 

California  has  a  minimum  but  no  maximum  requirement. 

Dean  Iklenhennett  distributed  copies  of  the  extra-curricular  activities 
program  for  1937-193S  at  Y'est  Chester,    A  copy  of  this  program  was 
presented  to  each  of  the  Deans, 

Shippensburg  holds  its  extra-curricular  activities  on  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  afternoons  after  the  first  period;  West  Chester  provides 
for  these  activities  on  Mondays  and  Wednesdays  at  3:30  P.  M. , 
alternating  tiiroueyi  the  mionth;  while  California  uses  the  last 
period  of  each  day. 

Dean  Walsh  stated  that  the  greater  imjority  of  the  students  at 
Indiana  take  part  in  Physical  Education.     The  ones  who  need  it  the 
most,  xiov/ever,  are  the  ones  who  do  not  participate.     Their  struggle 
is  to  get  these  people  to  do  voluntarily  the  desirable  work  tnat 
they  want  to  accomplish. 

Dean  Vvheatley  asked  if  mere  attendance  in  Physical  Education  classes 
was  enough  or  v.hether  it  was  active  participation  that  counted.  All 
of  the  other  Deans  schemed  to  be  of  the  opinion  that  it  must  be 
active  participation.

Mr,  Wagner  informed  the  Deans  that  they  should  use  their  oxm 
judgnient  in  cases  of  the  evaluations  according  to  the  new 
currioului.i. 

Dean  McClelland  expressed  the  opinion  that  they  should  get  rid 
of  the  old  curriculuiTiS  just  as  soon  as  possible.

Doctor  Steele,  CLairiTian  of  tbe  Curricular  Revision 
Coirmittee,  reported  profrress  in  the  developnent  of  the  outline  for 
the  revision  of  content  for  the  courses  in  the  syllabi. 

E.    Report  of  the  Budget  CoTimiittee 

Doctor  Miller,  Chairman  of  the  Budget  Cornmittee,  read 
the  following  report: 


"REPORT  OF  THE  BUDGET  COWITTEE 
M..y  13,  1938 


The  Budget  Committee  Recommends  - 

1.  That  the  allocations  for  1938-1939  as  they  are 
set  up  in  fund  4,  to  the  aTiount  of  $1,530,000, 
be  distributed  on  the  same  basis  as  the  total 
initial  allocations  v;hich  v.-ere  distributed  for 
the  current  year,  but  without  the  ear-marking 
for  special  purposes. 

2.  That  all  moneys  unexpended  in  fund  1  for 
♦Restoration  of  Salary  Cuts'  for  the  current 
year,  be  added  to  the  adjustment  fund  of 
^S5,000;  this  sum  to  be  distributed  November  1, 
according  to  the  sane  plan  vrhich  xvas  used  in 
distributing  the  adjustment  funds  for  the 
current  year.

On  motion  by  Doctor  Miller,  seconded  by  Doctor  Steele, 
it  v.'as  voted  that  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee  be  adopted. 
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C .    Report  of  Doctor  Ros s  re  "Marking  Systems" 


Doctor  Ross  distributed  to  the  members  of  the  Board  a 
tentative  questionnaire  which  he  prepared  with  reference  to 
College  Marking  Systems  and  Related  Functions. 

Doctor  Ross  stated  that  the  questionnaire  pertained  not 
only  to  State  Teachers  Colleges  but  also  to  Liberal  Arts  Colleges. 
He  stated  that  he  wqs  interested  in  securing  this  information  from, 
the  Liberal  Arts  Colleges. 

Doctor  Klonower  stated  that  he  felt  it  would  be  very 
unwise  at  this  time  to  study  this  situation  in  the  Liberal  Arts 
Colleges. 

Doctor  Haas  suggested  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  with  reference  to  the 
advisability  of  sending  the  questionnaire  to  the  Liberal  Arts 
Colleges . 

On  motion  by  Doctor  Flowers,  seconded  by  Doctor  Rohrbach, 
it  was  voted  that  the  report  of  Doctor  Ross  be  accepted. 

D .  Reports  from  Attorney  General's  Office 

1 ,  Possibility  of  Providing  Liability 
Protection 

2.  Report  on  Play  Production  Material 

Doctor  Klonower  stated  that  Doctor  Ackley  had  not  as  yet 
received  this  information  from  the  Attorney  General's  office. 

E.  Foreign  Exchange  Students 

Doctor  Flov/ers ,  Chairman  of  the  Conimittee,  reported  that 
the  comjnittee  had  m.et  and  had  set  up  the  following  statements  of  the 
problem: 

1.  That  the  students  from  the  State  Teachers  Colleges 

be  perm-itted  to  attend  the  institutions  abroad  without  tuition  charge 
and  that  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  in  turn  provide  the  sam.e 
privilege  for  the  students  from  foreign  countries  who  come  to  this 
country. 

2.  If  such  a  plan  v'oro  formulated,  would  it  be  necessary 
for  the  students  from,  foreign  countries  to  teach  in  this  state  for  two 
years  in  accordance  with  the  general  policy. 

Doctor  Flowers  stated  that  he  would  like  to  recommiend  that 
the  matter  of  tuition  charge  bo  vjaived  for  these  foreign  exchange 
students. 
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The  question  arose  as  to  whether  it  would  be  legal  for 
the  Board  of  Trustees  to  waive  the  fees  payable  to  the  State. 

On  motion  by  Doctor  Flowers,  seconded  by  Doctor  Hill,  it 
was  voted  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Fee  Committee  for  study 
and  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

F.    Contracts  Covering  Cooperative 
Student  Teaching 

Doctor  Noonan,  reporting  for  the  committee,  stated  that 
the  committee  would  like  to  have  this  item  continued  on  the  Docket. 

On  motion  by  Doctor  Noonan,  seconded  by  Doctor  Miller,  it 
was  voted  that  this  matter  be  continued  on  the  Docket. 

Doctor  Flowers  stated  that  he  had  some  immediate  problems 
at  his  institution  and  that  they  needed  help  and  backing  on  the 
part  of  the  Board  as  well  as  the  Department.    He  stated  that  Lock 
Haven  never  had  a  contract  with  outlying  districts.    He  said  the 
school  districts  furnish  the  children  and  Lock  Haven  furnishes  the 
instructional  service  for  these  children  without  receiving  any 
compensation  from  the  districts. 

Doctor  Steele  stated  that  he  felt  the  problem  of  legislation 
i6  of  vital  concern  since  there  are  a  great  many  different  systems  in 
the  student  teaching  relationships.    He  said  he  believed  the  problems 
would  never  be  solved  until  there  wore  certain  basic  requirements  written 
in  by  law. 

Doctor  Noonan  stated  that  legislation  will  be  included  in  the 
report  when  submitted  to  the  Board  for  approval. 

G.  Standardising  Materials  Purchased 
for  State  Teachers  Colleges 

Doctor  Noonan,  reporting  for  the  committee,  stated  that 
the  committee  has  so  far  worked  out  standards  covering  silvervmre, 
glassware,  and  floor  coverings  used  in  the  home  economics  department 
of  the  colleges  offering  this  curriculum.      He  said  a  complete  report 
will  be  made  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

H .  Status  of  Tuberculin  Test  and  X-ray  Projects 

Doctor  Klonower  reported  to  the  members  of  the  Board  that 
he  had  had  a  conference  with  Doctor  J.  Moore  Campbell,  Director, 
Bureau  of  Health  Conservation,  Department  of  Health,  at  which  they 
tentatively  agreed  to  the  follo'^ving: 

1.  In  September  the  Department  of  Health  will  prepare 
a  schedule  of  visits  to  the  institutions,  advising 
the  Presidents  long  in  advance  of  the  time  of  coming. 
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2.  The  Department  of  Health  will  send  someone  to 
give  a  talk  to  the  students,  pointing  out  the 
educational  significance  of  the  movement. 

3.  The  Department  of  Health  will  X-ray  the  students. 

4.  The  Department  of  Health  will  sand  the  data 
covering  the  tests  to  the  Presidents  of  the 
Colleges. 

Doctor  Steele  stated  that  he  felt  there  should  be  some 
provision  worked  out  with  the  institutions  with  reference  to  what 
is  to  be  presented  to  the  student  body  in  the  talk  preceding?  the 
testing  of  the  students.    He  said  that  inasmuch  as  the  speaker 
would  have  little  knowledge  of  what  has  been  done,  he  would  like  to 
have  this  set  up  so  that  the  institutions  might  be  able  to  work 
with  the  Department  of  Health  in  presenting  this  whole  matter  to  th 
student  body  in  the  way  that  the  institutions  think  would  be  most 
effective. 

On  motion  by  Doctor  Miller,  seconded  by  Mr.  Swope,  it 
was  vot  ed  that  a  committee  of  the  Board  be  appointed  to  ••work  with 
Doctor  Klonower  and  the  Department  of  Health  in  formulating  a 
definite  program  for  tuberculosis  testing  in  the  State  Teachers 
Colleges . 

I .    Athletic  Coaching  School 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Swope,  seconded  by  Doctor  Steele, 
it  was  voted  that  the  item  be  removed  from  the  Docket. 

J.    Biennial  Report 

Doctor  Ade  stated  that  he  would  gratefully  appreciate 
the  cooperation  of  the  mxembers  of  the  Board  with  Doctor  Klonower 
in  the  matter  of  submitting  their  biennial  reports.    He  said  that 
the  reports  are  coming  in  in  good  shape  and  that  they  are  getting 
som.e  fine  photographs.    In  the  archival  report  will  be  included 
only  the  activities  for  the  two  year  period.    The  work  plan  for 
the  next  year  is  to  be  omitted. 

III.    New  Business 

A,.    Visual  Education  Credit 

Doctor  Fausold  raised  the  question  as  to  whether  it 
would  not  be  possible  for  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  to  extend 
the  sem^ester  hour  credit  for  the  course  in  visual  education  which 
is  now  offered  in  the  institutions  inasmuch  as  many  of  the  other 
institutions  of  higher  learning  now  offer  two  and  three  semester 
hour  credits  for  the  same  amount  of  hours  of  recitation. 
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On  motion  by  Doctor  Steele,  seconded  by  Doctor  Allen,  it 
was  voted  that  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  be  permitted  to  offer 
visual  education  on  a  4  -  8  basis  to  students  in  the  summer  sessions 
and  to  extension  students. 

B.  Certification  in  Special  Fields 

Doctor  Miller  raised  the  question  concerning  certification 
in  the  field  of  commercial  geography.    He  stated  that  he  had  a 
student  who  had  completed  tv/enty-four  semester  hours  in  the  field  of 
geography  including  courses  in  commercial  geography.  However, 
because  the  courses  in  commercial  geography  had  not  been  completed 
in  an  approved  commercial  curriculum,  it  v;as  impossible  for  this 
student  to  receive  certification  in  the  field  of  commercial  geography. 

It  v/as  pointed  out  that  the  same  problem  arises  with 
reference  to  certification  in  the  field  of  Business  English. 

On  motion  by  Doctor  Miller,  seconded  by  Doctor  Hill,  it 
was  voted  that  this  matter  of  certification  in  the  field  of 
commercial  geography.  Business  English,  and  such  courses,  be  referred 
to  the  Curricular  Revision  Committee  for  report  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Board. 

C.  Approval  of  Free  Elect ives 

Doctor  Ade  urged  that  the  free  electives  to  be  offered 
at  the  institutions  be  of  such  subject-matter  that  they  will 
contribute  to  the  value  of  the  further  education  of  the  teacher. 
He  suggested  that  a  list  of  all  the  free  electives  now  offered  in 
the  institutions  be  prepared  and  distributed  to  the  institutions  so 
that  all  might  know  what  is  being  offered  in  the  other  institutions. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  on  page  1129  of  the  Proceedings 
of  the  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Presidents,  State  Teachers  Colleges, 
1936-37,  are  listed  the  free  electives  in  the  Kindergarten -Primary 
field.    The  suggestion  v;as  made  that  the  first  three  courses  be 
listed  as  required  electives  inasmuch  as  they  pertain  more  closely 
than  the  others  to  the  Kindergarten-Primary  field. 

On  motion  by  Doctor  Steele,  seconded  by  Doctor  Rowland, 
it  was  voted  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Curricular  Revision 
Committee  for  study  and  that  a  clarifying  statement  be  submitted  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  that  may  be  included  in  the  policies 
and  procedures  of  the  Board, 
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D.  Increased  Premium  for  Workhen*s 
Compensation  Insurance 

Doctor  Rowland  called  the  attention  of  the  members  of 
the  Board  to  the  increase  in  the  premium  for  workmen's  compensation 
insurance  due  to  the  new  lav;  including  provision  against  industrial 
disease  for  the  period  from  June  1,  1937  to  December  31,  1937.  He 
stated  that  beginning  January  1,  1938,  the  rate  at  Shippensburg  had 
been  increased  262,6  percent. 

On  motion  by  Doctor  Rowland,  seconded  by  Doctor  Steele, 
it  was  voted  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider  this  matter 
with  the  proper  authorities  of  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry 
and  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

E.  Refreshments  Served  Following 
Club  Affairs  on  Campus 

Mr.  Swope  raised  the  question  with  reference  to  the 
expenses  incurred  from  serving  refreshments  following  club  affairs 
on  the  campus. 

It  is  agreed  by  all  the  members  that  such  expenses 
should  be  taken  care  of  by  the  Student  Activity  Fund. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Swope,  seconded  by  Doctor  Haas,  it  was 
voted  to  remove  the  item  from  the  Docket, 

F.  Medical  Reimbursement  Flan  for  Students 
in  Institutions  of  Higher  Learning 

Doctor  Klonower  spoke  briefly  on  the  resume  which  he  had 
mailed  to  each  of  the  members  of  the  Board  with  reference  to 
student  medical  reimbursement  which  had  been  developed  by  the 
Indemnity  Insurance  Company  of  Philadelphia.    He  stated  that  this 
was  purely  a  relationship  between  the  students  and  the  company  and 
did  not  involve  the  Department. 

G.  Purchase  of  Fire  Apparatus  and  G-as  Masks 

Attention  of  the  members  of  the  Board  was  called  to  the 
advisability  of  having  available  some  kind  of  protective  device  to 
be  used  in  cases  of  emergency. 

H.  "Class  A**  Designation  of  Institutions 

A  letter  was  read  to  the  members  of  the  Board  from  Doctor 
Charles  W.  Hunt,  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  American  Association  of 
Teachers  Colleges,  in  lAiiich  Doctor  Hunt  stated  that  there  is  no 
"Class  A"  in  the  accredited  list  of  the  American  Association  and 
that  there  has  not  been  for  several  years. 

It  v/as  suggested,  therefore,  that  such  designation  be 
removed  from  the  catalogues  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges.

Dear  Dr.  Klonower: 

It  has  occurred  to  me  that  it  would  be  profitable  for  the  State 
Teachers  Colleges  of  Pennsylvania  to  insert  in  the  Pennsylvania 
School  Directors'  Bulletin  a  statement  similar  to  the  one  which 
appears  in  the  Pennsylvania  School  Journal.    Our  Bulletin  has  a 
circulation  of  over  10,000  copies  each  issue.    It  is  published  four 
times  each  year,  March,  June,  September,  and  December.    It  would 
seem  that  our  State  Teachers  Colleges  would  be  as  much  interested  in 
in  placing  their  graduates  as  they  would  in  securing  students.  I 
believe  that  our  Bulletin  would  serve  this  purpose  better  than  any 
other  available  medium,  as  it  readies  every  school  director  in  the 
state  of  Pennsylvania  as  well  as  all  county  and  district  superintendents. 
It  also  has  a  miscellaneous  circulation  of  many  copies. 
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I  am  enclosing  in  this  letter  a  rate  sheet.    I  would  suggest 
that  the  inside  of  the  back  cover  would  be  an  excellent  place  for  a 
statement  from  the  State  Teachers  Colleges.    This  would  cost  for  the 
four  issues  covering  one  year  $320.  less  the  discount  of  15%  for 
insertion  in  four  issues,  less  15^  because  it  is  not  handled  through 
an  advertising  agency,  less  2%  for  cash  within  thirty  days,  or  a  total 
discount  of  2>2%  m.aking  the  net  cost  for  the  four  issues  $217.60.  This 
divided  up  among  the  thirteen  normal  schools  would  mean  a  cost  of  only 
$16.73  per  year  for  each.    The  cost  of  the  back  cover  is  $360.  or  on 
the  same  basis  would  mean  a  net  cost  of  $244.80.    For  an  inside  page  the 
cost  is  $240.  for  the  four  issues  or  a  net  cost  of  $163.20. 

The  back  page  of  the  Bulletin  was  sold  to  the  Nesbitt  Company  of 
Philadelphia  for  three  issues,  and  I  am  not  sure  as  yet  ^-diether- they 
are  going  to  continue  their  advertisement.    However,  I  vn.ll  know  within 
a  short  time. 

I  shall  appreciate  it  very  much  if  you  v/ill  give  our  Bulletin 
consideration  and  trust  that  it  can  be  arranged  to  purchase  space  at 
one  of  the  rates  mentioned  starting  with  the  June  issue.    I  am  sending 
under  separate  cover  a  copy  of  our  Bulletin  which  will  give  you  the 
general  set-up.
